CONELING. 
HIS POWER WANING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—A warm friend 
of Mr. Conkling said yesterday that, from the 
best information he bas been able to obtain, 
only two Democratic Senators have thus far 
committed themselves to vote against Robert- 
son's confirmation. He named Senator Ran- 
som, of North Carolina, and Senator Groome, of 
Maryland. When the vote was taken upon Gen. 
Merritt's nomination in February, 1879, Mr. 
Conkling secured the help of Senators Cockrell, 
Eaton, Garland, McDonald, and Voorhees, Dem- 
ocrats, and David Davis, Independent, in bis 
attempt to defeat Gen. Merritt. The vote on 
that occasion was 84 to %, so that eighteen 
Republicans were recorded in the negative. 
Eleven of them are not now members of the 
Senate. Of the thirteen Republicans who voted 
in the affirmative, eight—Burnside, Cameron of 
Wisconsin, Dawes, Ferry, Hoar, McMillan, Mor- 
rill, and Saunders—are still members of the 
Senate. 

THERE IS NO REASON TO BELIEVE 
that any one of these would vote against Judge 
Robertson. and they would, in all probability, be 
reinforced by the votes of Senators Blair. 
Conger, Edgerton, Frye, Hale, Harrison, Haw- 
ley, Hill of Colorado, McDill, Miller, Platt of 
Connecticut, Sawyer, Sewell, Sherman, Van 
Wyck, and perhaps some others. „ Sena- 
toriai courtesy” does not generally weigh

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—Although the 
Senate is not in session, there has been a number 
of informal conferences between Sena in re- 
gard to bringing to an end the struggle going on 
in the Senate, and amore hopeful feeling pre- 
vails that a conclusion may be reached within 
the next ten days, resulting in the virtual suc- 
cess of the Republicans. It appears that several 
Democratic Senators are becoming very weary 
of the struggle, and are willing to accept some 
compromise.

CLERKSHIPS 
UNDER SCHURZ. 
Svectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tridur-. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—The appoint- 
ment of a number of clerks in the Pension- 
Office is the first step taken by Secretary Kirk- 
wood to indicate the future policy of that 
Department. The method of appointment will 
be likely to attract public attention, by reason 
of its radical difference from the policy which, 
forfour years, bas prevailed under Secretary 
Schurz. The only law now regulating appoint- 
ments to office, aside from the one which re- 
quires that, other things being equal, prefer- 
ence shall be given to Union soldiers, is the law 
ot 183. That law provides that no clerk 
shall be appointed to any Government 
department until after an examinauon by a 
Board, to be appointed by the head of 
the Department. Mr. Schurz based upon that 
law the system of Civil-Service rules and regu- 
lations under which such efficient clerical assist- 
ance was secured. Every person who entered 
the Department was examined. Every Con- 
gressman who applied to have a clerk appointed 
could have the name indicated placed upon the 
list of persons to be selected for examination. 

THAT WAS ALL THE FAVORITISM 
that was allowed. Political recommendations 
were only considered in the making up of the 
list of designations for examination. There 
patrona ended. Every applicant from 
that ent was compelled to depend 
for his appointment upon his own 
record made before the Board ot Examiners.

IN MILWAUKEE. 
A DAY OF MOURNING.

MILWAUKEE, April 9.—Milwaukee has been in 
mourning to-day. The day rose peaceful, un- 
clouded, and bright, and with that solemn sense 
of quietude and calmness which people who are 
in any way superstitious generally associate 
with momentous impending events. Ata com- 
paratively early hour in the morning flags could 
be discerned flying at haif-mast in various por- 
tions of the city, and towards noon a tour 
through East Water, Clinton, Reed, and West 
Water streets, Grand avenue, Wisconsin, and 
many other of the leading public thor- 
ougbfares and commercial centres showed 
every evidence of the profound inter- 
est with which the demise of the 
eminent statesman has inspired the residents of 
the city. Numerous carriages, with lady occu- 
pants bearing 
MAGNIFICENT FLORAL DEVICES 

LBLEMS, 

could be observed through the early part of the 
day wending their way tothe Carpenter home- 
stead and the Court- House. Portraits of the 
deceased Senator were displayed in some of the 
vrincipal stores, many of them handsomely 
draped. Aboutlo’clock the various military 
organizations began to assemble and form iu 
line on Broadway, in the presence of hundreds 
of interested spectators. The Milwaukee 
Light Squadron and a detachment of 
the Sheridan Guards, preceded by Clauder's 
military band, marched down Broadway to 
the Union Depot. From all points of the city 
anxious crowds began to set in shortly after the 
noon hour tolled towards the depot, and long 
before the special train bearing the cortége ar- 
rived the vicinity of the depot was practically 
impassable. From the summits of public and 
private buildings au ever-extending Une of 
Hags at haif-mast began to be displayed, as well 
as from the shipping moored at anchor in the 
river. 


AND EM- 


A VAST MULTITUDE OF PEOPLE 

was assembled on both sides of Broadway, and 
overtiowed into Wisconsin street, both east and 
west, and on both sides of the street. Long be- 
fore the time at which the train beuring the 
funeral cortége was due the Union Depot on 
Reed street was the centre of attraction to a 
large number of people, and at 1 o'clock the 
throng around the bDullding was so large that it 
was with difficulty thata circuit of the platform 
could be made. From that time on the number 
increased rapidiv, and the military organizations 
who were to form part of the procession 
began to arrive. First the Light Horse 
Squadron, fifty strong, with sabres flash- 
ing in the sun and chapeaux = shaded 
by the plumes of brigbt yellow chat waved in 
the breeze, fied down Reed street by fours and 
drew up in line on the east side of the street. 
The next to arrive on the scene was the Sheridan 
Guards, who reached the depot fifteen minutes 
later and took their station on the opposit side 
of the street, where they grounded arms and 
stood at rest, 

AWATTING THE ARRIVAL OF THE TRAIN. 
The hearse stood on the platform just north of 
the depot, and a short distance away, in a hollow 
square formed by the police and setudiousiy 
kept clear, was Clauder's Band. Just outside was 
drawn upa longline of carriages, which ex- 
tended far down the street and formed a. partial 
barrier to the ever-increasing crowd that surged 
far out into the street. Standing on an elevated 
position and viewing the surroundings it seemed 
that there never before had been such a scene 
in Milwaukee as that which lay stretched to 
view, and truly it was a peculiar scene, 
at once military and civic, having n 
tincture of war and of peace. Few 
men could look upon it once and 
speedily forget it. The whole area around the 
depot was a sea of faces so closely crowded to- 
gether that 

IT WAS ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE TO MOVE 
in any direction. On the onter edge appeared 
the line of showily-caparisoned horses, impa- 
tient of control, and champing their bits till 
their dark frontals were flecked with foam, and 
still further beyond the blue coats and glitter- 
ing decorations of the infantry. On every bal- 
cony and at every casement appeared the faces 
and forms of spectators, while all around num- 
berless flags at haif-mast floated droop- 
ingly, as though the dumb objects, inert, 
yet symbolic of the greatest country of the 
universe, were aware of the general sorrow 
that was visible in every face of the vast con- 
course. The bright suushine overhead was in 
striking contrast to the draped banners and 
veiled eagles that were lifted here and there, 
and the keen wind moaned with strange, un- 
earthly sound. 
ARRIVAL OF THE FUNERAL TRAIN. 

At 2:15 o'clock p. m. the special funeral train 
moved in at the Union Depot, and very prompt- 
ly the cars were discharged of their burdens. 
The casket containing the dead Scnator’s body 
was by a detail of policemen tenderly trans- 
ferred to the hearse in waiting, and with very 
slight delay because of the commendable care 
for all details of the march taken by Marshal 
Hiucks and bis aides, the funerul cortége, made 
up chiefly by those who came by train and the 
local militia Organizations, which attended for 
escort duty, started on its slow march to the 
Court- House, where until to-morrow afternoon 
the body is to lie in state.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE IRISH LAND BILL 
Special Cable. 

LONDON, April 9.—Mr. Gladstone’s Land bill 
transcends all other topics in importance. Pub- 
lic opinion has not yet crystallized, but the first 
impressions are undoubtedly favorable to the 
bill aga fair, just, middle way for tbe settle- 
ment of the land question. The scheme is 
admittedly a new departurd Eugusn politi- 
clans regard it as a preface to a larger proposal, 
to be extended some day to Scotland and 
England. Copartnership in the soil is 
the mainspring of Mr. Gladstone's pro- 
posal. This principle is justified 
by the circumstances, Ireland, and the 
recommendations of both the Land Commissions. 
Neither the Irish press nor the Irish party 
bas assumed antagonism to the bill. Mr. Shaw 
bas already indicated one line of criticism in 
stating that fixity of tenure for fifteen years is 
too brief. 

MR. PARNELL 
at Birmingham adhered to the League program, 


which aims at making tenants owners by the 


compulsory compensation of landlords. He ad- 
mitted that the bill is an honest attempt to 
reconcile the interests.of landlord and tenant, 
and that anything which stops eviction 
is a distinct gain, and a decided step 
toward the abolition of landlordism. 
It is already reckoned that ninety outof the 
108 Irish members will vote for the second read- 
ing of the bill. Lord Elcho's sweeping amend- 
ment will do so much harm that the front Oppo- 
sition bench is most likely to disavow it and 
substitute another, in 

THE HOPE OF CATCHING IRISH V rr. 
This depends on the bearing during Easter-tide 
of the public speeches. The Tories will make a 
tremendous effort to secure Irish support 
at the second reading. At present the 
Irish seem disposed to support the sec- 
ond -reading and effect amendments in 
Committtee in regard to the constitution 
and working of the Land Court, which is the 
keystone of fair rents. The bill is likely to be 
much altered in that respect. The emigration 
provision will also be subjected to a heavy 
ordeal in Committee. The general voice of 
public opinion at present regards this as the 
greatest scheme of Mr. Gladstone's creation. 

THE DUKE OF ARGYLE’S RESIGNATION 
was due to the fear that the bill would extin- 
guish the rights of ownership. He represents 
the old school of political economy in regard to 
land tenure, and cannot accept the new princi- 
pies that land has no sanctity beyond 
the reach oof Parliament. His chief 
objection relates to free sale. He was careful 
to withbold his resignation until after Mr. Glad- 
stone’s explanation of the provisions of the bill. 
Three months ago it was known that the Duke 
and two other Ministers were disposed to break 
away. It is supposed that the other two are now 
reconciled to the measure. 

LORD CARLINGFORD, 

who succeeds the Duke of Argyle, is a Whig, but 
his acceptance of the Privy Seal places an ex- 
pert on Irish questions in the Cabinet. He is as 
sweeping a reformer in regard to Ireland as 
Spencer. The Duke of Argyle's recession is re- 
garded by the Tories asa proof of the revolu- 
tionary tendency of the Land bill. 

It is stated by some as probable that 

THE HOME-RULE MEMBERS 
will ask the Government to amend these provis- 
ions to bar the colicction of “hanging 
gales or overdue rents beyond a cer- 
tain date. The clauses for giving State 
aid for the reclamation of waste lands will open 
up tempting opportunities for speculators and 
adventurers. Many Irish landlords will be 
anxious to sell out, and their places will be takeu 
by retired ironmasters and cotton Lords who 
are proverbially harsher and more un- 
reasonable than the hereditary pro- 
prietor. The amount required to carry the 
bill into operation will be enormous. The 
Spectator says: The real tendency of the biil 
isto enable the landlords to vanish from the 
scene without suffering any injustice, except in 
rare cases. 
WAITING FOR PARNELL. 

A Dublin correspondent writes to the effect 
that the Irish people appear to defer their judg- 
ment on Mr. Gladstone's bill till Mr. Parnell 
speaks at Cork on Sunday, It is no exagyera- 
tion to say among those who resily 
wish well to the farmers of §Ire- 
land that Mr. Parneil’s utterance is 
looked forward to with greater interest and 
anxiety than any speech he has delivered since 
the agitation. It cannot be denied that the bill 
comes before Ireland at a time when 
she is neither in a spirit nor temper 
to give it a caim and unbiased con- 
sideration. From a condition of apparent 
tranquillity, the week bas plunged great sections 
of the country intoastate of excitement de- 
scribed as little short of civil war. Law and 
order, which seemed about to resume their sway, 
have received a rude shock. The first blow was 
dealt in 

THE SANGUINARY AFFRAY 
near Ballaghadereen, on the borders of Sligo 
and Mayo. The whole wretcbed business 
sprang, it may be said, from nothing. The 
process-server, Who was being escorted dy the 
police, under Sergeant Armstrong, who lost his 
life, was not in the act of discharging 
his duty. He was passing along the 
country road toa part of the county at consid- 
erabie distance from the scene of the attack, 
when he was assailed with the result which is so 
deplorable. When Armstrong fired the first 
shot, which killed a peasant, he was felled to 
the ground by a biow from a stone, and after 
his comrades had been beaten off the wounded 
man was : 
TREATED IN THE MOST HORRIBLE MANNER. 
At the inquest the doctors described his head as 
having been beaten intoa perfect jelly. His 
skull was fractured in every direction. His 
brain was softened to pulp. Mow the man 
survived this treatment for four days is a 
mystery. It is feared this dreadful occurrence 
Will put au end to the much vaunted forbear- 
ance of the Constabulary, among whom the 
brutal affair bas already borne evil fruits. At 
Cullila, near Kittunagn, County Mayo, Constable 
Roche and a party of his men were 
protecting 4 process-server. He was attacked 
and compelled to beata retreat in the direction 
of Kittunagh barracks. The crowd of men, 
women, and children followed him, stobing and 
taunting him, and

wounded, it is feared, a girl named Byrne, 
who is belleved to have been only a 
looker-on.

IN CELEBRATION OF THE EVENT. 
From Baliaghadereen, French Park, and from 
Cieagher to Loughlyn, the whole population 
turned out to celebrate in this fashion the sad 
occurrence. The authorities are doting all they 
can to quell the excitement, which is springing 
up and spreading with dangerous rapidity. The 
military and police in large bodies are 
being drafted into the locality, and whenever 
people gather in menacing crowds counter-dem- 
onstrations of force are made. At Limerick

of the west and sgoutb, whence come many 
touching voices of events familiar enough ia 
the history of land-hoilding in Ireland. It is 
some consolation to know that in all proba- 
bility—though there ig no saying what 
may happen—all the people evicted now 
or within the last two- months will bave a 
chance of regaining possession of their holdings 
by appealing to the Land Commission. Mean- 
while the Arms act bas come into operation 
almost unnoticed. The prociaimed district 
embraces all Connaught, more than halt of 
Munster,and much of Ulster, with one county, in 
Leinster. The result is not likely to be very 
gatisfactory to the authorities. The people bave 
had plenty of time to make the most elaborate 
preparations, and,as midnight outrages with 
firearms are now abandoned in favor of 
MORE DARING AND MORE DESTRUCTIVE DEM- 

ONSTRATIONS 
in the daylight, tue probability is that the peo- 
ple will not feel the want ot their guns and 
revolvers. Much uncasiness is caused by the 
steady stream of emigration setting in from 
the West and South. Night after night 
the Dublin wharves are crowded by young, stal- 
wart men and well-dressed women of the peas- 
ant class, taking passage to Liverpool, there to 
embark for the United States and 
Canada. The numbers which last week 
were covered by tens are this week up to 
the hundreds, and before the season is well ad- 
vanced thousands will have left this country for 
the New World. They are a class ot men and 
women who are a loss to the country they leave, 
and a great gain to the land that gets them. 

THE BUDGET. 

Little interest is taken in Mr. Gladstone's 
budget. which is overshadowed by the Land 
bill. The chief feature bas been largely 
overlooked, namely, the provision ex- 
tinguishing 400.000.000 ($300,000,000), of 
the permanent debt by manipulating the 
£200,000 in short annuities, which ena in 1885, and 
turning them into long annuities, The remis- 
sion of the silver duty is intended to relieve 
foreign exchanges with countries trading on a 
silver basis. 

THE PARIS SILVER CONFERENCE, 

Another great movement from the London 
bankers has been presented to Mr. Gladstone 
urging that England sbould be represented at 
the Paris Conference. It is thought that Mr. 
Gladstone will ultimately yield in this matier. 

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

Owing to the great pressure that is being 
placed upon the Greek Government, it is 
thought that it will refrain from war. The 
Powers, including Engiand, plainly tell the 
Greeks that they need expect no support from 
them. The Greek Government complains of 
having to choose between war and revolution. 
But few English politicians now believe in 
either. 

THOMAS CARLYLE’S WILL 
is a characteriste document. He expresses 
gratitude for the friendliness and actually 
credible human love shown him in America, 
and especially New England. He testifies to 
the immensities of the worth and capa- 
bilities which he believes, and partly knows, 
to be lodged especially in the silent 
classes there.

April 9.—Patrick Coleman, the 
Fenian who is supposed to have been engaged 
in the attempt to blow up the Mansion House in 
London on the night of Wednesday, March 10, 
is safe in the hands of his friends in this city. 
He arrived in the Anchor Line steamer Aus- 
tralia at 6 o’viock this evening, and landed at the 
pier at the foot of West Tenth street without 
molestation and without recognition by any- 
body, except those who were intrusted with the 


charge of bringing him safely from 
the steamer. Rumors had deen afloat 
for several days that, upon the 


arrival of the Australia, detectives would ar- 
rest Coleman in the hope of getting him extra- 
dited and securing the £100 reward offered by 
the British Government for his capture. In 
anticipation of some such an attempt, the 
Fenian Brotherhood made arrangements to 
prevent any surprise, either on the steamer or 
on the dock and had there been any movement 
toward arresting the man, there is no doubt that 
A BLOODY RESISTANCE 

would have been encountered. As it was he 
sauntered quietly down the gung- plank of the 
steamer as soon as she was docked with a lead- 
ing member of the Fenian Brotherhood oneither 
side of him, passed down West Tenth street a 
short distance, and eptered a barroom, when all 
trace of him was lost. 

SOME IDEA OF THE PRECAUTIONS 
taken by the Fenians to prevent the arrest of 
this man may be gained by the experiences of a 
reporter who sought to interview Coleman. The 
reporter was awaiting in the ship-news office at 
the Battery the sailing of the revenue-cutter 
which was to take them to the incoming Aus- 
tralia, when a tall, thin, gentlemauly-looking 
young man pushed his head in at the window 
and asked permission of the customs oflicers 
to accompany them on the trip. He 
said he had friends on the Australia. 
and permission was given him to board the 
cutter. On the trip down the bay, which began 
as soon as the Australia left quarantine, 

THE TALL, SLIM MAN 
was very reticent, but he was always to be found 
in close proximity to the two reporters. If they 
satin the cabin, he was there, and if they stood 
on the deck, he was still beside them. He acted 
ip a perfectly natural manner, however, and no- 
body on board the revenue cutter supposed that 
he was 
AN AMATEUR DETECTIVE. 


At length the steamer was reached, and 
the tall, slim mau climbed to ber 
deck with the other passengers 


of the revenue cutter. Here the reporter lost 
him for some time, going below to inquire of the 
purser in regard to Patrick Coleman. The mys- 
tenious man went forward among the steerage 


passengers. He afterwards turned out to 
be a prominent Fenian, detailed to see 
that no detective went off the vessel. 


A large number of Fenians were onthe Aus- 
tralia, and when the reporter attempted to get 
where Coleman was in the steerage,be was 
stopped ana told it would not be advisable to 
let him be seen. One of the Feulans, Paul 
Leonard, remarked: “We want to keep bim as 
quiet as possible for the present, d he won't 
be allowed to say anything until is piaced 
safe in the bands of friends. Il expect we shall 
fina the dock fited with English detectives, but 
WE ARE PREPARED TO MEET THEM, 
and if they discover Coleman and make an at- 
tempt to arrest him, there will be some hot 
work done. We thought that you were one of 
Pinkerton’s detectives at first. We mean to 
take our man from this steamer 
AT ALL HAZARDS. 

Every avenue by which we could be surprised is 
guarded. I have been at quarantiue now for 
six days, watching for this steamer. We have 
men onthe docks, and everything is ready to 
make a stout resistance in case of need. Our 
friend is here among his friends now, and we 
mean to protect him.“ 

What is the organization which is taking all 
these precautions?’ asked the reporter. 

“The regular organization which is engaged 
in the physical force movement. The Fenian 
Brotherhood and United Irishmen of the city 
are determined to protect their agents when 
they get into trouble by carrying out their 
plans. Coleman is a brave, determined man, 
who will not be captured easily, and he is sur- 
rounded here by as brave and determined men, 
who do not intend to have him captured. I 
don't believe we are going to have any trouble, 
but if we co we are well prepared for it. Cole- 
man has never been in this country before. and 
we shall have to guard him pretty ciosely fora 
while, for there are almost as many Euglish de- 
tectives here as there ure in London. 

HE WAS BORN IN IRELAND, 
but has lived most of his life in London. Man- 
chester, and Liverpool, so that heis what I de- 
lieve they eall a ‘Cockney-irishman. He has 
left his wife and children behind in London, but 
I suppose they follow him soon.“ 

“Am Ito understand,” asked the reporter, 
“that Coleman was really the man who at- 
tempted to blow up the Mansion House?” 

„Well,“ was the ready response, “ I’ve al- 
most admitted as much to you, haven't I? You 
can’t expect me to make a more definit answer.” 
THE INDIVIDUAL WHO HAD COME ON THE 

AUSTRALIA AS COLEMAN 

was at last found. He did not disown his name, 
which he said was John Coleman, and his speech 
pronounced bim an Englishman the instant he 
opened his mouth. He had read the charges 
against Patrick Coleman. and he laughed bearti- 
iy at them as applied to himself, relishing the 
whole affair as a good joke. It was evident that 
this was not the man so much wanted in Eu- 
gland. By a singular coincidence John Coleman 
bad taken in the Australia at 
the same time as Patrick Coleman. The latter, 
however had given an assumed name, known 
ouly to his friends this side of the water. 

HAD JOHN COLEMAN, THE ENGLISHMAN, 
not have taken the same steamer, it is very 
doubiful if the authorities of London would 
have discovered so easily what bad become of 
Patrick Coleman. As it was, they jumped to the 
conclusion that the man, in taking the passage, 
bad been silly enough to change only his 
Christian name. The fact that there was a Cole- 
man on board was taken by the officers 
of the Australia as evidence that he was 
the man wanted, and the Captain 
dared not have bim pointed out to the reporter, 
for fear that the British Consul might arrest 
him, and would object to his being interviewed 
in advance. The moment the steamer was 
docked, Leonard, Coleman, and the tall, slim 
man walked leisurely down the gang-plank, 
more rapidly up the dock, and cruassed West 
street, down which they turned. They suddenly 


passed intoa just above Christopher 
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street, and disappeared, baffling further pursuit 
by passing out of a side entrance. 

LAUGHABLE DENOUEMENT. 

To the Western associated Press. 

New Ton. April 9.—Mucn interest was felt in 
the arrival of the steamsbip Australia. which 
came in late this afternoon frem London, both 
on account of her being several days overdue 


and because sbe was supposed to carry among 


her steerage passengers the Fenian Coleman, 
one of the parties charged with attempting to 
blow up tbe Mansion House in London. Cole- 
man, whose name was on the list, turned out to 
be a mild-iooking Englishman, a native of Great 
Yarmouth, Norfolksbire, and a resident of Rich- 
field Springs, Cayuga County, in this State, 
where he is en in the peaceful pursuit of 


farming. He had spent the winter in Engiand 
witn relatives and attending to business. 
HE WAS GREATLY SURPRISED 

when the pilot brought op board a newspaper 
containing the reports that the English Govern- 
ment was trying to capture him before his ar- 
rival bere on a charge of being implicated in a 
Fenian pict to biow up the Mansion House. 
Coleman mentioned a strange inoident which 
occurred as the Australia was leaving Albert 
Dock, London. e A steerage passenger com- 

lained that the vessel was not clean, and said 

should not goin her. The man then signaled 
a small boat alongside and gut over the side of 
the steamer into the bout, and was pulled 
ashore. He took no buggage with him. Cole- 
man and a couple of others who saw him 
thought it strange that a steerage passenger 
would be so fastidious and throw away bis pas- 
sage on a more point of cicanliness, which was 
remedied the next day. This man, be thought, 
boarded the Australia as a passenger to throw 
the detectives off the scent, and then, as the 
vessel left the dock, got off and returned ashore. 
When he heard * the = a oy House Cole- 
man was reported as one of t passengers, he, 
the Euglish Coleman, recalied this incident. 

SOME OF THE PASSENGERS 

say they understood that the Fenian Coleman 
was on board under another name, and was 
mysteriously taken away as soon as the vessel 
touched the deck by friends who had boarded 
her with the Health Officer at quarantine. The 
weight of belief is that Coleman. the Mansion 
House piotter, did net come en the Australin, 
but is still in London or Paria. Great prepara- 
tions were made by the others of the -Uaited 
Irisnmen’s Skirmisbing Fuad iu this city to pre- 
vent Coleman's cupture by the English agents 
in the bay, and a steamboat was out from last 
Tuesday with some tifteen or twenty men on 
board looking for the Australia. 

itis reported that Pinkerton’s detective agency 
bad also a boat out trying to secure Coleman. 
There is authority for stating that Pinkerton 
applied to the Depariment of state for permis- 
sion to arrest e:npan in the harbor, and that

y him within the maritime jurisdiction 
ot the United States without due process of law. 
0’ DONNELL, 
another of the persons impiicated in the Man- 
sion House piot, arrived on the French steamer 
Ville de Marseilies a week ago, and was down 
the bay with others for the purpose of identifv- 
ing Coleman, who was not personally 
known to the others. O'Donnell bas 
given the details of the attempt on the 
Mansion House to persons here. He says there 
were six men engaged in the plot. It was de- 
cided, if the Ooercion bill passed, that vengeance 
was to be wreaked somewhere. The Lord Mayor 
was selected because he, although himself an 
Irishman, was a strong advocate of coercion, 
and voted for it. In the box were 100 pounds of 
giant powder, and the box was bound with the 
strongest hoop-iron.

Coleman joined his. accomplices, who waited a 
few blocks oar for the report, but the woman 
observed the fuse on hre. and the policeman 
whom she summoued cut it when about a couple 
of inches from the powder, and saved the Man- 
sion House. 
O’DONNELL AND ANOTHER “SKIRMISHER” 
named Mooney left the next morning for France, 
and Mooney is now in Paris.

Very 
few old persons are arriving at the preseut 
time, and nearly ail of the immigrants have 
evuugh money to carry them through to their 
destination, with some to spare for the purcbase 
of land. The few destitute arrivals only go 
to prove the rule, as from 75 to S per cent of 
the newcomers are well supplied with funds. 
These proceed at once to their destination by 
one or the other of the great trunk liues, the 
majority having already urcnased tickets 
abroad for Chicago or St. Louls, from which 
points they uch off to their final destination.

A FLURRY IN OIL. 


The Brokers of the Pittsburg Oil Ex- 
change Get Inte” the Teils of the 
Standard Monopolists.

Prrrsnund. Pa., Apri 9.—Your correspondent 
afew days ago chronicied a flurry in petroleum, 
whereby a uumber of operators were severely 

“squeezed,” and said that another might be 

expected within a few days. It came this 

morning. Soon after the opening of the 

Oil Exchange brokers commenced flocking 

in, and the scene was soon One of intense ex- 

citement. Telegrams from various centres, an- 
nouncing a steady advance in prices, increased 
the cagerness to buy, and added to the con- 
fusion, so that no sound under a shout could be 
heard. Over 200,000 barrels of oil changed hands 
during the day. Toward the close a little more 
caution was displayed by investors, who thought 
the tup of the boom had been reached, and that 
lower rates would rule next Monday. The 
epenmg price for united certificates was 

91% cents biti for old, with sales at 92% 

cents. It then declined to 88% cents, ad- 

vanced to 89% cents, dropped again to 884 

cents, and at the close had stitfened up considera- 

bly, with 924 cents bid. The cause of the ad- 
vance is attributed by some to the heavy buyers 

in Oil City, who are covering their shorts. A 

feeling of uneasiness prevails among a great 

numver of the brokers, and many are of the 
opinion that the highest point has been at- 
tained. There area few. however, who predict 

a still further advance, but, when questioned as 

to what they based their predictions upon. they 

were unable to give any satisfactory reason. As 
to the cause ot the sudden boom, u promi- 
nent broker said this evening: “We are 
all pretty much in the dark, but the rise is 

urely speculative, and the responsibility lies 

‘tween the Standard and a pool of New York 

capitalists. I think the boost comes from the 
New Yorkers. They have been quietiy buying 
certificates and locking them up, until there are 
now not enough certificates in circulation to 
supply the demands of trade. When the 
shorts“ saw the April delivery approaching 
they began buying to cover. en the true state 
of the market came to light. and we discovered 
that the New Yorkers had effected quite a neat 
bit ot᷑ a coruer. Everybody rushed into the mar- 
ket to buy, and prices went up with a jump.“

SEA SICKNESS. 


General Directions for Its Prevention 
and Treatment. 
Froma Work Published by Dr. Barker, of New York. 

I. Do not go on the steamer in a nervous or ex- 
hausted condition; haveevery preparation made 
at ieast twenty-four bours before starting. This 
direction is particularly important for ladies. 

2. Eat a good hearty meal three hours before 
sailing, of wholesoine food. 

3. Select a berth us near the centre of the ves- 
sel as possible. In going to Europe it is better 
to be on the starbourd side, and in returning on 
the port side, which will be tne sunny side, 

4. Go on board suilicientiy early to arrange 
such things as may be wanted for the first day 
or two, so that they may be easy of access; then 
undress and go to bed before the vessel gets un- 
der way. The neglect of this by those who are 
liable to sea sickness is sure to be regretted. If 
subject to nausea retain the horizontal position 
the entire passage if necessary. 

5. Eat reguiurly and as heartily as you can (and 
there is nothiug that cun be taken better than 
light chicken-broth), but without raising the 
bead for at least one ortwo days. In this way, 
the babit of digestion is kept up, the strength 
is preserved, while the system becomes ac- 
customed to the constant change of equilibrium. 

6. On the first uicht out take some mild lax- 
ative medicine, and be careful to keep the 
bowels open for the remainder of the voyage. 
Constipation not only resulis from seasick- 
ness but iu turn aggravates it. 

7. After baving b come so far habituated to 
the seaasto be able to take your meals at the 
table and go on deck never think of rising in the 
morning until you have eaten something, as a 
plute of out meal. or u cupof coffee or tea, with 
biscuit. The Edinburg biscuit can be taken by 
the most delicate. If subsequently during the 
voyage the sea should become unusually rough, 
go to bed before getting sick. It is foolisb to 
dare anything when there is no glory to be won 
and sometbiug to be lust. 

8. Do pot make the mistake of trying to keep 
on deck,—it is a mistake to suppose that seasick- 
ness is beneficial to any one.—it is often perma- 
— injurious, and has sometimes resulted 

Atally. 

¥. The improvement in bealth from a sea voy- 
age is as a weveral rule proporuoned te the free- 
dom from seasickness. 

10. Persons with depressed vital powers and 
with impaired and feeble digestion should avoid 
exposure to seas: cK ness. 

ll. Medical art is powerless to cure, but can 
greatiy mitigate and relieve its sufferings. 

Iz. The phenomena constituting seasickness 
are purely physica),—it is rot confined to the hu- 
man race, as animais also are subject to the 
Same maludy. 

13. Some persons can never become babituated 
to the sea. Some naval officersare always sick 
in rough weutwber. 

14. The cause of itis due to the sudden and 
recurring changes of the relations of the fiuids 
to the solids of the body and the nervous dis- 
turbances which resuit from these cuanges. The 
liquids contained in their vessels, as well as the 
solids of the economy, obey equaily the laws of 
gravitation when the body is subjected to alter 
nate movements of ascent and descent. The 
blood by its fluidity yields more readily to the 
influence of descent, and ices easily than the 
solids to the ascending impulse. Consequentiy 
it does not return to the brain with the same 
regularity as in the case where the body remains 
stabie, and leaves it more rapidly in the move- 
ment of descent. There result as to the circula- 
tion alternations of aux and delay in the ar- 
rival of the blood to the different organs of the 
budy, which disturb their functions, and those 
of the brain especially, analagous to that which 
foliows the loss of blood in some persons who 
are nauseated and vomit after vivisection. 

The borizontal.positon, which to a certain de- 
gree modifies this disturbance of function, is 
the only approximation toa cure. 

15. Rooms near the furraces are objection- 
abie, not only on account of the heat, which is 
sometimes very disagreeable, but also from the 
noise which at certuin hours is made by the 
donkey-engine in drawing up the ashes and 
ciuders.

OMAHA, Neb., April 9.—The river rose «nother 
foot since yesterday, reaching nearly twenty- 
two feet above low-water mark. It is ported 
falling forty or fifty miles above, and it ill be- 
gia to subside here before morning. ()maha’s 
river front is entirely submerged. There is 
three“Necet of water in the Union Pacick shops, 
five feet in the smeliting-works, and frou six to 
ten feet in the lumber-yards, while « large 
number of freight cars are more or less under 
water. The Willow Springs Distillery cicsed this 
morning, throwing 100 men out of work. There 
are now about 1,800 men temporarily chrowu 
out of employment. Fifteen hundred head ot 
cattle were removed trom the Willow springs 
sbeds by swimming them through the water. At 
Council Bluffs, the river is domg consijerabie 
dumage. the north, west, and south part of the 
pluce being badiy submerged. Many nouses 
nave been temporarily vacated in consequence. 
Even part ot the business centre is Hooded. 
there being about twelve inches of water on 
Lower Broadway, down which the stre#\n runs 
with considerabie force. There is wate: every- 
where in the lower parts of thetown. Owing to 
the stream coursing through Spoon Lahe, near 
the Union Pacific transfer depot, and 
running over fridges and tracks for some 


distance, it 8 Impossible for trains 
to reach Council Biuffs from 1 maha, 
and vice versa, but transfer is being ngide by 


flat-cars, which are pushed across tho sub- 
merged Dridges and tracks. No trains from the 
East or South were able to reach the transfer 
depot to-day, as tracks were all under water, 
and the Union Pacific Express left for tho West 
without Eastern connections. Passeng. rs and 
baggage going East were transferred tb even- 
ing, and may get out to-morrow. Trade and 
travel in this city are again badly demo, alized, 
and wholesale dealers are feeling blue, us they 
have been unable to make any shi,ments 
to amount to anything for some 
time past. Omaha peopie are bow 
anxiously awaiting a fall in the river to seeif 
the levee will disappear with it. If the river 
cuts as it did four or tive years ago when fall- 
ing it will wipe out the greater part of th? levee. 
It is believed by many, however, that thy stone 
ripraps will hold all tight. The proprio tors of 
the swelting- works are confident that titeir es- 
tablishment will escapé destruction.

A BILL has been introduced in the Llinois 
Senate and passed to a third reading which 
provides that no election-district in counties 
under township organization shall contain 
to exceed 600 voters. The number of votes 
cast at the last preceding election are to be 
taken as the basis of the first division, Re- 
adjustment of election-districts shall not be 
made oftener than once in four years. The 
polls are to be opened at 7 in the morning 
and continued open until 6 in the afternoon 
in country districts, and until 7 in the even- 
ing in city districts. The provisions are just 
and fair. No more than -600 votes can be 
easily and comfortably polled in a city pre- 
cinct; and it should be the object of 
the Election law to make voting not only 
easy, but convenient. The expense of small 
districts is not in the long run nearly so 
great as that of large ones, for the waste of 
time involved in the practice of keeping 
long lines of voters at the polls entails a 
considerable loss upon the community. The 
actual operation of the law will be to make 
most of the election-districts contain fewer 
than 600 voters, as that will be the extreme 
limit, and when the districts are originally 
formed they will be laid out with a view to 
possible expansion and growth in four years. 
The principle of the bill is also correct in 
that it does not contemplate the erection of 
election-districts solely on the basis of popu- 
lation, and without reference to the number 
of aliens in any given locality. This was

The issues of the election Tuesday were dis- 
tinct and plain, and on them the Republican 
candidates were disastrously defeated. The 
stay-at-home vote contributed to the result, 
but did not cause it. If every man who 
voted last November in Chicago had gone to 
the polls Tuesday, Mr. Harrison would still 
have been elected, as a certain proportion of 
the absentee Republicans would have sup- 
ported him, if they had gone to the polls, for 
one bad reason or another. 

The verdict being thus decisive, its signifi- 
cance remains to be considered. It does not 
mean, we apprehend, that a majority of the 
citizens of Chicago are determinedly in favor 
of tolerating licentiousness, nor necessarily 
that as many approve of Mr. Harrison per- 
sonally as voted to continue his Administra- 
tion. But it is a sort of notice to the commu- 
nity that the saloon interest and its direct 
and indirect supporters will not be inter- 
fered with, no matter how much they vio- 
late the terms of their licenses, or the ordi- 
nances of the city, or the rules of decency and 
public morality.

Mr. Harrison's social or private re 
lations which can justify the hopes 
of his worst supporters or excite the appre- 
hensions of his truest friends.

The lessons 
of the past are all there, if he will only read 
them. When the next conflict comes, if 
come it must, he will, perhaps, find that the 
voters of the city, while they are opposed to 
any interference with the moderate and law- 
ful pursuit of their own pleasures, are not 
all in favor of throwing down the bars and 
leaping into the pastures of riotous and un- 
lawful indulgence.

This Land bill does not distribute the land 
in Ireland among the peasantry, but it gives 
them a tenure of fifteen years,—a practical 
ownership,—with a right of property in ev- 
erything they add to the land, and a right in 
property on the surface limited only by their 
own thrift, and which in time will make it 
more profitable for the landlord to sell the 
land than to purchase the tenant’s property. 

The aggregate production of the land, held 
by permanent tenants at fixed rents, will 
vastly exceed that of the same land held, as 
now, by tenants at will, subject to whatever 
rent may be demanded. This surplus pro- 
duction will be national wealth. It will rep- 
resent what the country has to sell after sup- 
plying domestic wants. It will revive trade; 
it will rebuild and revivify the country towns 
and villages; it will open fresh employment 
to labor on the enlarged cultivation of fields 
and increased agricultural production ; it will 
recall from England the million and a 
half of Irish laborers, now driven 
there to find employment; it will find 
work for every man in Ireland capable of 
labor; it will give better habitations, better 
clothes, and better food and more of it to the 
great mass of the people. In short, it will 
lift a nation of comparative paupers to a self 
sustaining, self respecting, industrious, and 
prosperous people. With, or out of, this 
prosperity will arise the necessity for other 
branches of labor than the mere cultivation 
of the land. The means to purchase will 
lead to the necessity for manufacturing, and 
manufacturing will lead to other wants, to 
be supplied by other industry. Ireland 1s 
capable of comfortably supporting 10,000,000 
of people, and yet under the present laws 
one-half that population are frequently in a 
condition of famine.

SOMNAMBULISTIC CRIME. 

Dr. William A. Hammond, one of the most 
eminent physicians and medical authorities 
in New York, is creating a profound sensa- 
tion in that city with his lectures upon 
hypnotism, another name for old-fashioned 
mesmerism. The Doctor himself somewhat 
uneuphonically styles it “ sygziznoscism,”’ 
which, translated, means the agreeing of one 
mind with another mind. The lectures are 
accompanied with practical illustrations, the 
details of which are given elsewhere. The 
condition, according to Dr. Hammond, is one 
of automatism in which the subject performs 
acts without his own consciousness, 
and he claims that two males and 
four females out of. every ten are sub- 
jects of the condition. The’ subject 
whom Dr. Hammond controlled, for in- 
stance, went through all the phases of com- 
mitting a murder, a robbery, and a forgery, 
as systematically and as cunningly as if he 
had been engaged in the actual operation. 
According to the theory of Dr. Beard, who 
is regarded as an authority on this subject, 
there is a suspension of the functions of the 
median tract of the brain and an acceleration 
of the activity of the lateral tracts in 
mesmeric trance. The volition of the 
subject of the experiment is thus held 
in abeyance, and he either sits motion- 
less in a vacant and stupid slumber, 
or acts upon the suggestion of a second 
person and apparently under his control.” 
Dr. Hammond’s explanation of the condition 
differs somewhat from Dr. Beard’s, but both 
agree that no mysterious agency is trans-

Herr Rorn, Swiss Minister at the Court 
of Vienna, answered the question of a corre- 
spondent of the Berliner Tagebiatt, whether or 
pot the Swiss Confederation would submit to a 
demand of Russia for a repeal of the right of 
asylum within the borders of Russia, in the neg- 
ative. He said that the richt of asylum was 
guaranteed by the Swiss Constitution, but for- 
eign refugees had no right to demand it. All 
refugees are tolerated in Switzerland, uccording 
to ancient and well-defined rules, as long as 
their presence does not endanger tbe peace of the 
Republic internally as well as beyon its bor- 
ders. The entire population of Switzerland 
would energetically protest against any 
violation of the right of asylum which 
is based upon the Constitution and the 
traditions of centuries. But the people of 
the Confederation are also united on the 
proposition that no such refugees shall be tol- 
erated among them whose actions while they 
are residing in Switzerland are such as to cause 
the Republic international troubles and di- 
culties. Russia has so far made no such 
demand. Justly the Federal Government 
at Berne might reply to such a proposition that 
the same demand should be made of France and 
England. That no such proposition would be 
entertained at London we have no reason to 
doubt, in view of the English Constitution. As 
soon as facts are presented to the Swiss Govern- 
ment that refugees residing in Switzerland were 
connected witb the assasination of the Czar, they 
will be ordered to leave, and proceeded against 
by the authorities in the same manner as was 
done in the Gehlsen and Brousse affairs. 


Tux Wiener Deutsche Zeitung does not 
take a very rosy view of the situation at St. 
Petersburg. It does not much relish the pros- 
pective appointments of Ignatieff and Orioff to 
portfolios (the former since made), neither does 
itadmire the bruskness and ton of young Czar 
Alexander. The Zeitung designates the new 
Czar as the Siavonic Alexander in contratistinc- 
tion to his father, the German Alexander, and is 
of opinion that but littie good for the peace of 
Europe will come out of the Slavonic Nazareth.

Her pulse is about 140. quick but weak. Her 
respiration is about 44,and her temperature 
about 94. Her tongue is slightly moist and cov- 
ered with a thin white couting. Her eyes are 
naturally bright and wide open. showing some 
appearance of insanity. She appears under the 
excitement of visits from strangers somewhat 
stronger, but her symptoms have been so varia- 
ble for the last few days that it is impossible to 
say how long she can live. This is the forty- 
sixth day of her fast.

THE RAILROADS. 


Clandestine Cutting on Easte 
Bound Freight Rates. 
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Another Five-Cent Drop in the Interest 
of the Shipper. 


Slight Decline in the Volume of Business 
During the Week. 


kr. Gowan at Last Ousted from the Control of 
the Reading Railroad Company. 


A BREAK IN RATES. 

The secret why the rates to the East were 60 
suddenly reduced April 1, contrary to general 
expectations and a month before the opening 
of navigation, has been well guarded. The 
people were given to understand that in making 
this reduction the railroads were simply ani- 
mated by a desire to benefit the shippers and to 
induce the shipment of as much freight as 
possible before the opening of navigation. Tun 
TRIBUNE took very little stock in these pro- 
fessions, and stated at the time the reduction 
was announced that internal dissensions among 
the railroads were the cause of the deciine, and 
that in spite of Mr. Fink's announcement that 
the new rates were to be maintained all sum- 
mer, it was more than probable that still further 
reductions would be made before lung, and that 
unless harmony between the various roads was 
secured the prospects of unusually low east- 
buund freight rates were quite flattering. Not 
until yesterday, however, did the actual cause of 
the Eastern railroads’ great liberality towards 
the shippers come to light. The slumbering em- 
bers of wrath that burned within thy breasts of 
some of the railroad managers for some time 
past broke out into full tame yesterday, and 
resulted in a general cutting of east-bound 
rates. The Baltimore & Ohio agent went on 
‘Change and openly announced that his road 
would take grain to Baltimore at five cents less 
than the regular rates. This of course caused a 
great flutter among the other railroad meu, who 
at first claimed mat they could see no reason 
for the Baltimore & Ohio's action. But 
the Baltimore & Ohio rose to explain, 
and informed growlers that it 
bad positive proof that since April 1, when the 
new rates went into effect, the New York Cen- 
tral had been making rates with some fuvored 
shippers at a still further reduction of five cents. 
The Baltimore & Ohio officials claim that they 
intormed Commissioner Fink some days ago of 
the actual state of affairs, but instead of acting 
energetically in the matter and stopping the 
cutting on the part of the New York Central, he 
did nothing except to advise patience and cool- 
ness. But patience and covlness would not 
secure business to the Baltimore & Ohio, and 
therefore it decided to go into the market and 
openly take traffic at the rates at which its 
rivals were taking business clandestinely. The 
Baltimore & Ouio people reter to their record as 
having always been the most steadfast main- 
tainers of regular rates under all circumstances, 
and state that they would not have cut the rates 
unless they were driventoit. They do not de- 
sire a isruption of the rates. now, but 
are determined to keep up the war until the 
competing lines come to terms and will honestly 
maintain the tariff rates. 

This trouble, however, was not originated by 
the New York Central, but dates back several 
mouths. It is claimed that about two months 
ago the Brie Railway clandestinely commenced 
making contracts with leading Western shippers 
for grain at 30 cents per 100 pounds from Ch 
cago to New York, which was five cents less than 
the reguiar rates then ia force. When this 
thing was found out a great how! was raised by 
com pet lines, and Commissioner Fink bad bis 
hand: full in trying to prevent an open war aad 
a general break in east-bound rates. As the 
Erie could not renounce its contracts, it was 
found that the only way out of the difficulty 
was a reduction in east-bound rates. 
making the open rate the same as 
the rate at which the Erie made its contracts. 
Thus it came that the railroads were so sud- 
denly moved by a spirit of iiberality, and re- 
duced the rates to 30 cents on grain and 35 cents 
on provisions a month ahead of the time when 
such reduction was anticipated or would have 
been made under ordiniry circumstances. 

it has not transpired whether the Erie 
stopped cutting the rates after the reduction 
was made on Aprillornot. Anyway that much 
seems to be certain that the New York Central's 
wrath caused by the Erie’s defection was not 
appeased by the general reduction made at that 
time, and instigated by a spirit of revenge, it is 
claimed, made contracts with some of the lead- 
ing Western shippers at still tive cents less than 
the rates that went into effect April 1, and 
this finally caused the Baitimore & Ohio to cut 
the rates tive cents, as stated above. 

As far as can be learned, the cutting has all 
been done by the New York trunk lines and di- 
rectly by the agents in New York. None of the 
roads leadi east from this city deviated, as 
far as can ascertained, from the regular 
rates until yesterday, unless the rumors that 
the Grand Trunk commenced to cut the rates 
about a week ago. If the Grand Trunk 
did do so, it was no doubt instigated to 
such action by the cuts made by the New York 
lines, and was therefore excusable under the 
circumstances. 

What the outcome of this fight will be is bard 
to tell. Unless Commissioner Fink succeeds in 
patching * a truce very soon, there will be a 
scrambie for business before avother month 
bas passed, and rates will go down to unprotit- 
able figures. If un turns out that many con- 
tracts have been made on the basis of 2 cents 
for grain to New York it will become necessary, 
in order to avoid a general war, to reduce the 
regular tariff to that figure.

EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 

The east - bound freight shipments have slight- 
ly fallen off during the past week, and this in 
spite of the reported cutting of rates by some of 
the roads. which should have had the effect to 
increase the traffic. Yet shipments are usually 
lighter during the first part of the month than 
during the latter, as contracts have not to be 
carried out until the end of the month, and, be- 
sides, shippers who have not been among the 
favored ones who received better terms hold 
back in the anticipation of securing equally 
good terms lateron. Should the present com- 
plications between the Eastern railroads con- 
tinue, it is quite certain that rail rates will be 
unusually low during the summer, and in such 
an event much of the business that would other- 
wise go by lake will go by rail. 

The total shipments for the week ending 
April 9 were 48,607 tons, against 53,063 tons the 
week previous, a decrease of 5,266 tons.

Recent- 
ly seven of the nine Directors sold the franchise 
to a syndicate of New York and other prominent 
capitalists for $126,000,.who guaranteed every 
Original stockhoider a full proportion. The 
terms of the original bill provide that the road 
must be built the whole length of the canal, 
from Rochester to Olean, about 110 miles, but 
amendments will be offered in the Legisiature 
next week permitting a few deviations, to avoid 
ungles, etc. Last week, however, two of the 
Directors got an  iujunction restraining 
the other Directors from consummating the 
bargain, and a powerful effort has been made to 
bush the matter up, but without avail. The 
Syndicate propose to invest $7,000,000 in the 
system, the centre to be in Rochester. Connec- 
tions were to be made at Olean with Pittsburg 
and the coal fields of Pennsylvania, and the new 
corporation is to be called the Rochester, New 
York & Pennsylvania Kailroid Company. A 
gentieman named Chapman represents the 
Company, and the Hon. John N. Davis, 
of Kocbester, is the stockholders’ at- 
torney at Albany. The old Rochester 
& State Line Road is to be extended north to 
Charlotte, connecting with the Rome, Water- 
town & Ogdenburg, and south to Pittsburg, now 
culled the Rochester & Pittsburg.

CONSOLIDATION. 
Rvectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Boston, Mass., April 9.—A change in the own- 
ership of the Boston, Hoosae Tunnel & Western 
Railroad was effected to-day, and consolidation 
made with the roads now constructing from 
Saratoga to Troy, Utica to Syracuse, and Syra- 
cuse to Buffalo, thus making a road 400 miles 
long to oonnect Bostod and New York with Buf- 
falo under one and the same management.

SUNDAY PROHIBITION. 


Senator Parkinson’s Bill to Amend 
Sec. 259 of the Criminal Code of IIII- 
nois—The Penalty for Selling Liquor 
on Sunday to Be Greatly increased,

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 9.—Among the bills 

advanced to third reading in the Senate to-day” 
was one by Senator Parkinson which seeks to 
amend Sec. 250 of the Criminal Code. That 
section, as it now stands, provides that whoever 
keeps opeu any tippling-house, or place where 
liquor is sold or given away, upon the first day 
of the week. commonly called Sunday, shall be 
fined not exceeding $200. Senator Parkinson, 
who has presumably been shocked at some 
time or another by seeing 94  saloon- 
keeper get off for anywhere from 81 
to $5 fine, proposes to make the penalty more 
specific. Todo this his bill provides for a fine 
of not less than $10 nor more than $200 for each 
and every offense, instead of a fine not exceed- 
ing $200, which, of course, may be anything un- 
der that figure down to a dollar, or even less. 
The emergency clause was stricken out, so that 
the bill, even if it should pass both Houses, will 
not take effect before July. It is the first pro- 
hisition measure that bas arrived at an ad- 
vanced stage on the calendars, probably for the 
reason that the reform it contemplates is without 
those more objecuionabie features which at- 
tached to the Hinds bill or proposed constitu- 
tional amendment. Whether it will both 
Houses in the face of a prevailing sentiment 
that there are already enough temperance laws 
on the statute books is the question. If it 
should, the effect will simply be to wake ita 
little stiffer for the saloonkeeper who runs his 
business on Sunday and who happens to get 
caught at it and be prosecuted fur it. Instead 
of getting off with an extraordinary iow fine he 
will have to put up at least $10 for his fun, pro- 
vided always he is tried and convicted.

A§Stranger in the House, She Refused 
to Give Her Name. 


The Doctor Called In Thinks She Was 
Poisoned with Strychnine. 


There happened last night at the Sneldon 
House, Nos. 08 and 506 West Madison street. a 
death surrounded by a great many suspicious 
and curious circumstances. Whether murder, 
suicide, or poisoning through oriminal carelesness 
or inexcusable ignorance has not yet been made 
known. The victim was a young woman, ap- 
parentiy.about 20 years of age. Who she was 
has not yet been learned. She was of medium 
hight and buiid, light of compiexion, and had 
dark bair and brown eyes. She was dressed 
well, though not richly, in a dress 
of a dark stuff, and wore a 0biack 
mantie cloak and a white felt hat, 
and an ostrich feather. She appeared at the 
hotel about 9 o’clock and applied to the propri- 
etor, Mr. 8. Sharp, for a room, sayingthat she 
should want the apartment but an hour or two. 
She refused to give her name when asked, 
and excused herseif on the plea that she 
should want the roem for so short a 
time that her name was of no consequence in 
connection with her occupancy thereof. The 
proprietor learned that she resided in this city, 
though just where he did not know. The young 
woman was assigned to a room, and her 
valise, the only article of baggage in her 
possession, was put in the apartment. Her 
firat and only request was for a glass and a tea- 
spoon. These were given her, and she retired to 
her own room, after making inquiries as to the 
location of the ladies’ private closet. Nothme 
was thought of her request fora glass and tea-

A bottle of medicine 
of a dark color and apparentiv a single dose of 
one teaspoonful—the does prescribed on the la- 
bel of the botti ne out of it, was found 
among her effects. be medicine was from the 
house of Hermann F. Krafts, No. 641 West Mad- 
ison street. 

At an early hour this morning a TRIBUNE re- 
porter called up the night-clerk at Mr. Kraft- 
drug-store and informed him of the facts of the 
woman's death. He remembered well, from the 
description which the reporter was abie to give 
of the deceased, that such a woman called during 
the * and be turned at once to the prescrip- 
tion. It proved to be only a copy of a prescrip- 
tion purporting to huve been given by Dr. Dun- 
ald Fraser. a practicing physician at No. 257 
Blue Island avenue. The writing was in 
a feminine band, and the name of. an 
ingredient was in one instance misspelled. The 
articies called for were two ounces of the fluid 
extract of ergot, diluted into a six-ounce mixt- 
ure with water, which was to be taken in doses 
of only one tablespoonful each. Also 
for santonin, a drug which is generally 

iven as avermifuge. and this was to be given 

n doses of three grains each done up in cap- 
sules. The night clerk remembered it was 
Mr. Barber, the senior clerk in the 
store, who waited upon the lady, and 
he hesitated for a time whether he wouid 
fill the prescription. Upon questioning the 
woman she said it was the first drug-store she 
had been in, and that the prescription was given 
her to copy by an intimate lady friend. 

SHE APPEARED SO STRAIGHTFORWARD 
in what she had to say, that the clerk consented 
to make up the prescription, after first satisfy- 
ing himself that Dr. Fraser was doing business 
in thiscity. He spoke to the night clerk and 
others about the matter, and made some remark 
about the drugs being harmless when used in 
the doses prescribed. The woman was quite 
cool and self-possessed all the while, and bad 
she wanted the medicine for any illicit purposes 
would scarcely have been able to have warded 
off suspicion. No one present at the time re- 
membered of ever baving seen ber before. 

Dr. J. Suydam Koox, who was called in just 
before death, was seen at his house, No. 14 
Looms street. It was his impression 
that the woman had committed suicide 

taking stryohnia. He found nothing 
upon ber nor in her room to indicate 
that, but the symptoms were those of strychnia. 
The bottle containing the ergot was nearly full, 
not more than two doses having been taken out 
of it, and in such quantities ergot 
would not cause death. The capsules of san- 
tonin appeared to be all right. Santonin 
could searcely be mistaken for strychina by 
any clork well up in his business. It was his tirm 
belief that the woman died of poisoning, but 
whether taken accidentally

be had no means of judging. Sue was nearly 
dead when he reached her, and be did not make 
a close examination enough to know whether 
she was pregnant. Santonin could not have 
caused the death, neither could ergot in the 
quantity used, and be was of the opinion that 
the woman had purposely taken poison. 

Dr. Fraser wus also seen at his home, 257 Blue 
Island avenue, but, as the prescription at best 
purported to be only acopy of ore given b 
ulm. he could not be expected to know muah 
about the case, without having seen the 
woman. In answer to questions, the Doctor 
promptly stated that the drugs were undoubt- 
edly used for the purpose of bringing about an 
abortion. He could not recollect of ever having 
given any one of his patients such a 
prescription, and ‘thought the druggist 
very lax in filling what was 
piainl only a Santonin 
considered harmless. irgot in large dosus 
sometimes caused death in a similar manner to 
strychnia, at least some physicians claimed it 
acted in that manner. wo ounces of ergot 
would kill a person, and ordinarily death by it 
was caused by contraction and collapse of the 
arteries and blood-vessels in the brain.

TENEMENT-HOUSES., . 

The reports of the tenement- house in tors 
yesterday included the premises Nos. 1 1427, 
and 1420 State street. The property is owned by 
PF.

story frame. The rooms are insuiliciently von- 
tilated.

Heaps of manure in the basement and no 
sink traps. The plumbing is very unsatisfac- 
— water-closets in the basement choked u 
and sinks untrapped. Basements flooded wit 
filthy water, and one of them filled with manure. 

Nos. 380] to 3819 Michigan avenue, Baird & 
Bradley agents. © Waste water runs into 
the gutters. Some ot the privies are full, 
and two in bad condition. Several of the waste- 
pipes are untrapped. There are twenty-vne 
families occupying the premises. The row con- 
sists of niue houses,, owned by nine different 
persons. There are ‘tifteen children on the 
premises.

THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE. 

‘The Committee on Judiciary met, with Ald. 
Shorey in the chair. The order in regard to per- 
sous using water from city mains, outside of 
the city limits, which had been referred to the 
Committee, was referred back to the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, he to give the names of 
the parties using the water and the amount of 
revenue received therefrom. A petition from 
the property-owners on West Division street 
was referred to the Corporation Counsel for an 
opinion. The petition set forth that in Is74 the 
West Park Board was empowered by ordinance 
to improve the street, and the Commissioners 
went on to do the work and collected a por- 
tion of the assessment, but subsequent! 
the Supreme Court deciared the ordinance void. 
The Council passed another ordinance, and un- 
der the previous ordinance a portion of the 
property-owners have paid their assessmen, 
and they want to be exempt from being taxed 
again for the same purpose. 

The Committee decided that Norton be granted 
a quit-claim deed for the West Madison street 
mill property upon payment of $600 due the city 
on Block 9, and a proportionate amount for 
what they own of Block 8, which would be about 
$200. 

The Van Buren street viaduct question came 
up again upon the petition of the property- 
owners, who desired to get their buildings raised 
to grade by the city, which would involve a cost 
of $10,000. The attorney for the petitioners 
alleged that the Commissioner of Public Works 
and City Engineer had ordered the railroad 
company to go on with the work directly in op- 
posi uon to the order of the Council, and that 
the Commissioner bad unnecessarily interested 
himself in behalf of the railroad company. The 
matter was discussed at great length. It was 
the opinion of the Committee that the money to 
do this work should come out of the railroad 
company. The whole matter was laid over tor 
one week, when it will be decided.

BRICK FOR NEW CHICAGO.

ed—Valuabie Suggestions. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
CHICAGO, April 9.—In your Sunday issue April 
. you designate New Chicago as all that portion 
of land lying South of the present city limits, 
and extending as far as the Indiana line, and 
you claim that it is but an extension of the city 
proper, and you predict that the growth in pop- 
ulation and manufacturing in that district 
within the next 10 years will be the great mar- 
velof the census of 1890, and that within that 
time the municipal boundary will be extended to 
Ove-Hundreth-and-Thirty-eighth street, and 
that ic will then contain 100,000 people. I will 
go one and a halt better and predict that within 
that time it will contain one-half as large 
a population as the city proper now contains— 


viz. 250,000. Well, it either prediction is to be 
realized, occurs to me that all of che dwell- 


ings, stores, and manufacturing establishments 
that such a population will require, ought to be 
built of brick and not of wood; for, if built of 
wood compactly, and a fire should start witha 
mile of flame and aroaring wind,what would the 
present few brick buildings amount to in the 
way of stopping the progress of such a lame? 
Then, the question arises, where is\the brick 
material to come from to make ali the bricks 
that will be required to buildiali these dweilings, 
stores, and mauultacuring establishments? 0 
cannot dig holes in the ground, and we have no 
clay hills to dig down. Here lam reminded of 
another great necessity, which contains an an- 
swer within itself as to an abundant supply of 
bricks. It is in making a canal from the South 
Fork of the South Branch to the Culumet by the 
brickmaking process, then all the various cor- 
porations pass a fire ordinance, and such 
an ordinance would very speedily cause to be 
worked out such a canal. Well, bow can this 
thing get started? It so happens, that just at 
this time the city, the packers, and the Stock- 
Yard Company all want the means of cleansing 
the South Brauch and the South fork, also the 
‘Towns of Lake, Hyde Park, and South Chicago 
want a more thorough means of drainage. 
Therefore l suggest that the city or the ‘Town 
vf Lake lay olf a canal from the South Fork to 
the Culumet, and that the ownersof the tand 
donate the right of way for a canal. Then the 
City of Caicago excavate a channel through the 
centre of this proposed canal of sullicient 
capacity to receive 40,000 cubic feet of water per 


minute, and erect pumping-works at the 
intersection of this new channel and 
the South Fork (the puwmping-works 


ot acapacity of 45,000 cubic feet per minute). 
This would have the same effect upon the South 
Branch that works of 60,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute Capacity wouid have at Bridgeport, because 
it would have all its present natural flow into 
the canal, 15.000 cubic teet feet per minute, and 
all of the artificial now caused by pumping; and 
pump the water for the present out into the 
Calumet, and until such time as the Lilinols & 
Michigan Canal shall bave been enlarged, then 
the current will naturally reverse itseif, and the 
Calumet will now up this way and out through 
the enlurged Illinois & Michigan Canal, and 
thus forever prevent it from running out 
into the Lake to coutaminate the water of other 
works that will huve to be built to accommodate 
the future population of this new Chicago,—thea 
to be all one Chicago. 

Lhave assumed that the parties owning the 
land through which this proposed canal would 
pass would very cheerfully donate the right of 
way, for as soon as it could be completed by this 
process their adjoining lands would become as 
valuable as those along the South Brunch are 
now. They surely could not hope for any such 
results without the canal. Iam autboritatively 
informed that the packers and Union Stock- 
Yards Company have offered to pay $150,000 for a 
means of cleansing the South Fork, a stream 
which they themselves have polluted. This sum, 
I doubt not, is sufficient to make the present ex- 
cavation, and whoever pays for the excava- 
tion, it is certain that the earth thus 
excavated is worth and will sell for all that it 
may cost, so that the parties may reimburse 
themselves from this source. The Town of 
Lake, lam sure, will grant the right of way 
across all streets and will bund all bridges, 80 
far as its territory is concerned, and if any 
charter is required, there is, fortunately, one 
already existing, and the Compan holding it 
would probably be very giad to cooperate with 
the city or any other party in making the canal. 
And if we can accomplish all this at almost no 
expense at all, what is gained? In the first 
place, we secure a means ol cleansing both 
the South Branch and the South Fork 
at less cost than it would require to 
cleanse the South Branch alone by building 
the pumps at Bridgeport. 2. We secure a per- 
fect drainage of ail that section of country 
designated us the New Chicago, and to become 
the Chicago of the future. 3. Wesecure some 
twenty miles of additional dockage and a sut- 
ticient quantity of brick material to last the city 
that is and is to be for the next ten years, per- 
baps, and incidentally prevent forever the 
Calumet from flowing into the lake to affect our 
drinking water, as it otherwise will do in the 
future. 4 We do away with the present 
nuisance along the canal—that is, we throwonly 
one-fourth of the sewage in that direction, and 
three-fourths into the Calumet, and by 
consenting to this for the time being 
we provide against that other troubie 
in the future of the Calumet running 
into the lake, by causing it ultimately to run 
out through the enlarged IIlinois & Michigan 
Canal. When the canal is enlarged we shall 
have afar greater numberof vessels from the 
West, by the way of this canal, than we shall 
have from the East by the way of the lakes, and 
this new canal will save vessels winding through 
a Darrow and crooked stream, the South Branch, 
to get toan outside harbor or dockage, in case 
we have to depend upon euch dockage in the 
future. 5. There is a large class who think that 
to pump 60.00 cubic feet of water per minute 
directly into the canal would wash away the 
banks and cause them to cave in, and toa cer- 
tain extent impede navigation. And again, the 
Canal Commissioners will not agree to take 
eure of that amount of water; there may 
be trouble from that source. This 
avoids all these probable ditiiculties. 
6. We secure, what is perhaps the most impor- 
tant of all. a city of bricks from its very foun- 
dation. Now what wili all this cost? Simply 
nothing at all. except the use of $100.0) or $200,-

How a City Is Kept Clean at Moderate 
Cost—A Service in Which Every Man 
from Top to Bottom Is Made to Bo 
His Duty and Earn Mis Pay—Some 
Lessons that Chicago May Learn from 
the Germans. 4 

: New York Post. 

The street- cleaning service of no city offers 
more that is instructive and suggestive to the 
inhabitants of New York than does that of Ber- 
lin. The two cities have nearly the same popu- 
lation (New York 1,220,000 and Berlin 1,150,000), 
and the area of street surface to be cleaned does 
not differ widely. The natural difficulties: of 
keeping the streets clean must be about equal 
in both cities. The climate of New York is se- 
vere and the snowfall somewhat heavier; but, 
on the other band, New York is situated on an 
island which is long and narrow, with a consid- 
erabie slope in both directions toward swift- 
flowing streams. A good part of Berlin is situ- 
ated on isiands natural or artificial, but the flow 
of the surrounding water is slow and unabie to 
carry away a large amount of dirt. In New 
York the sweepings have to be carried farther, 
but the greater part of the way is made by 
water. In Berlin the street refuse has to be 
carted much farther. On the whole, we should 
say that the natural obstacles: to cleanliness 
were rather greater in Berlin than in New York, 
so that a comparison between the two cities 
would not be unfair toward the latter. 

Another reason why we would do well to study 
the street-cleaning problem in Berlin is that the 
one branch of Governmentin which the Ger- 
mans excel all other nations is administration, 
and the probiem is chiefly an administrative one. 
Here as elsewhere the administrative ability of 


the Germans manifests itself, for the streets of 
Berlin ure kept generally clean and neat at a 
moderate cost, 

in the early history of Berlin it was the func- 
tion of the Police partment to see that the 
streets were kept clean. The street-crossings, 
puodlic markets and squares, and the streets in 
front of public buildings wereswept and the 
refuse removed at pubic cost. House-owners 
were obliged to clean the sidewalks and half the 
streets in front of their houses. This arrange- 
ment continued to be the source of 60 much dis- 
satisfaction and annoyance to all concerned that 
it was ftinaily forever abolished in 1851, when it 
was determined to have all the streets cleaned at 
public expense. The street-cleaning service of 
Berlin was placed under one man. This single 
bead of the service acted at first nominally as 
Commissioner of the Police-President, but was 
hiinself directly responsible for the condidon of 
the streets. A further change did not take 
place until 1875. The princi reason why the 
urrangement which had existe’ failedto give 
sutisfuction seems to have been not so much 
discoutent with the manver in which the work 
wus done as the fact that the Police Department 
was not — nor chiefly a city institution, 
but one ependent upon the geueral State Gov- 
ernment. The city bore the expense of work 
paar by officers nut under their control. 

t was considered that a mutterso eminently a 
local affair as the cleaning of the streets should 
be managed by the City Government. The in- 
terests of the city from 1857 to 1835 were repre- 
»Sented by a Board called the Street-Cleaning 
Deputation.“ but its functions were only ad- 
visory. In 1875 the Police Department, with the 
consent of the Generel Government, intrusted 
the entire direction of cleaning the streets to the 
Street-Cieaning Deputation. This arrangement 
exists at present, and gives good satisfaction. 

The Street-Cleaning Deputation is a special 
brauch of the City Government. It consists of 
four members of the Magistracy, the executive 
division of the City Government. and eight 
members of the City Council, or legislative di- 
Vision of the City Government. The Deputa- 
tion has to examine accounts, decide upon what 
streets shall be cleaned,—that is, about includ- 
ing new districts within the street-cleaning 
service of the city,—determine the frequenc 
with which different streets shall be cleaned, 
Ste., but itis not directly concerned with the 
actual work. This is placed in charge of a Di- 
rection ’’ (bureau), over which the Deputation 
has only a partial oversight. At the head of the 
Direction stands a single Director. who is held 
directly responsible for the condition of the 
streets. An example will help to make clear the 
differenee between the functions of the two 
Boards: If the inhabitant of a district in the 
outer limits of the city, the streets of which had 
bitherto not been swept, thought he had reason 
to demand that the work of the Street-Cleaning 
Department should be extended so as to include 
his place, he would appeal to the Deputation; 
after bis district had been included within the 
limits of the Department, the Director alone 
would be responsibie for the manner in which 
the street was cleaned. If the Director neglects 
just complaints, it is then ttime to complain 
ot him to the Deputation, aud to take measures 
to punish him for a neglect of duty. 

All laborers and overseers are placed im- 
mediately under the Director; he determines 
what they shall do each day: be decides upon 
the number of laborers to be employed for 
special cases, such as a heavy fall ot snow; 
makes’ all pufchbases; has charge of all horses. 
machines, instruments, and toois usedin the 
service; determines the disposiuon to be made 
of the sweepings, etc. Under the Director 
there is an inspector, who is general assistant 
and Vice-Director, representing dim when 
necessary; also four overseers (Oberaufseher) 
and eighteen bosses (Aufseher). These officers 
are members of the German Civil Service, who 
have special qualifications for their work, and 
are appointed for life according to city law. 19 
see to the cleaning of the streets is their busi- 
ness. It would be a serious matter for any one 
of them to lose his place through negiect of 
duty or inefficiency, and might in some cases in- 
volve the ruin of the discharged officer. 

The city is divided into districts of various 
sizes. ‘There is first thesmaliest division, called 
a sweeping district (Kehrbezirk), which is large 
enough to employ a division of laborers with a 
foreman. 

There were in 1876 ninety of these smallest 
divisions. Secondly, there are eighteen boss 
districts’ (Aufseherbezirke) at the head of 
each of which is one of the bosses. ‘Thirdly, 
there are the overseer districts (Oberaufseher- 
bezirke), each controlled by an overseer. 

The laborers are divided into two classes— 
permanent laborers, who can be discharged only 
by giving them eight days’ notice, and those 
bired from day to day. 

The stress are divided into several classes, 
according to the frequency witb which they are 
cleaned. Some arecieaned daily, others three 
times, otbers twice, and others once a week; and 
finally, a few less important ones are cleaned at 
more or less irregular intervals. The streets are 
cleaned between midnight and 8 o'clock a. m. 
Thia is the chief cause of the improvement in 
the condition of the streets since they were 
placed under the City Government. It is only 
by cleaning the streets in the night that the 
sweeping machines can be well used, and a 
sweeping machine is said to do the work of ten 
men. The laborers do not disturb others, nor do 
others disturathem. One-fifth of tne laborers 
only are on duty during the day to keep the 
sidewalks, crossing, public markets, etc., as 
clean as possible. 

A fixed price is paid for every cart load of dirt 
removed. A check is given to the driver when 
his cart is full, and this is handed to a controller 
at the dumping place. Until Sept. 1, 1876, the 
sweepings were sold at the omg places, but 
vielded a very smail revenue. ‘armers found 
them of very ind opera: as fertilizers on ac- 


count of sand and other non- fertilizing material 
which they contain?d. After September, 1576, 
the sweepings were given to those who contract- 
ed to remove them, on condition that they should 
provide proper dumping places. 

During the year 1876, 1,186 acres of street-sur- 
face were cleaned daily. During the first haif 
of the year 720 laborers were permanently em- 
ployed; during the second half, 760. During the 
winter assistant laborers were employed to re- 
move snow and ice according to the needs of the 
service; on some days 1,500 extra laborers were 
employed. Many of the extra force were poor 
tellows out of work, who would otherwise have 
been dependent on city charity. The num- 
ber of days’ labor performed by extra force 
was 48,800. In the first half of the year four, in 
the latter thirty, sweeping-machines were em- 
ployed; 48,283 twig-broows and 14,150 English 
or piasara brooms were used. wages 
paid the permanent laborers and drivers of 
carts amounted for the year to 861,014 marks 
(about $206,643), the permanent laborers receiv- 
ing three marks (about 72 cents) a day for every 
day inthe year. The assistant laborers, those 
hired trom day to day, received 107,043 marks 
tor 48.8 days’ work, oratritie more than 50 
ceuts a day. arious utensi machines, etc., 
cost 110.209 marks (about $26,500), carting of the 
sweepmngs cost 710,902 marks (about $190,000). 
The total cost of ciean the streets of Berlin 
during the year 1876 was 2,012,768 marks, or about 
$500,000 exclusive of receipts. These receipis 
consist chietly of money received for cleaning 
several private streets and of the returns from a 
tax imposed — the street - railroads. they pay - 
ing the city halt the cost of cleaning the street 
surface they cover. 

The sidewalks are cleaned by the city, as it is 
considered that clean sidewalks are a matter of 
importance to the public, as weil asclean streets.

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RELIGIOUS PROPAGANDISM. 


The First French Protestant Settlers in 
America. 
In a paper contributed to the Antiquary for 
March Mr. Noel Sainsbury touches on an inter- 
esting episode of French and Colonial history, 
when he proposes to describe the First Settle- 
ment of French Protestants in America. He 
tolls us, however, little of its antecedents of sur- 
roundings, and his readers might find it dficult 
to understand how such a scheme can b., con- 
templated or why it so persistently failea. We 
are told, truly enough s far, that the design 
owed its origin tothe exile of Soubise, Duke de 
Fontenoy, who finally took refuge in England 
after the ill success of his expedition, ai.ied by 
Eugliah ships under the Duke of Buck. 
for the relief of La Rochelle. The Enzliih fleet 
had, indeed, not long before been engaged, in 
aliiance with the Dutch, in aiding Louis XIII. 
against his disaffected Protestant subje.ts un- 
der the command of doubise. Mr. Sainsbury, by 
the way, speaks as though the Dutch werd fight- 
in on the side of Soubise. But an est,ange- 
ment had since grown up between the French 
and English Court, partly on religious and part- 
ly on political ground, and thus Buckijgbham 
was disposed to listen to the solicitations of 
Soubise, who was then lodged at Chariton House, 
to be near the Court at Greenwich, and «pared 
no pains in exaggerating all the hostile ucts of 
Richelieu. He succeeded in gaining Eng/ish as- 
sistance for relieving the siege of Rocheli:. The 
result proved disastrous to the fortujes of 
Soubise himself and of his party, and nany of 
his followers are said to have gone over to the 
Spaniards, others to the West Indies, whiiusome 
sailed for America. To this day Protests atism, 
by the confession of its leading meu. bas never 
been a success in France. The first attempt to 
transplant it to the New World, however Well in- 
tended, did not prove much more fortuna;e. 
“Their first settlement iu America,“ Mr. 
Sainsbury says, “took place lu connectic), with 
an inten plantation of Carolina nearly thirty 
years before any actual settiement took » * 
and forty years, we may add, before any Eu- 
Elisb — may was established there under à grant 
ef Charies II. in 1670. It was in fact entirely 
under English auspices that this French enter- 
rise was undertaken. Neither then no: tor a 
ong time afterwards was colonization an idea at 
all encou in France. It was by foreign 
commerce Venice and the Italian cities, 
as weil as Amsterdam, had thriven, and En- 
guns since the sixteenth century had followed 
u their wake, while wealth and power thus ac- 
quired bad roused manufacturing industry at 
home. To this result the immigration of French 
Hugenots, which proved very prejudical to their 
own country, had contributed. Colbert indeed 
perceived ail this clearly enough, and proposed 
to compete with England and Holland in this 
B rivairy, but bis voice was drowned in 
n the din of war. Nothing could be move anti- 
pathetic than the Government of Louis XIV, 
and to the last they ignored the advan- 
tages of colonial empire. In the 
negotiation of the Treaty of Utrecht 
the King showed himself more anxious to gain 
a village in Flanders than a continent beyond 
the sea. Meanwhile attempts had already been 
made in Elizabeth's reigu by Martin Frobisber, 


English colony in America, the couversion of 
the heathen being always prominently put for- 
ward asa main odjeot ot the undertaking, or, 
as Sir Humphrey expressed it, the hiovour of 
God and compassion of poore infidels captived 
by the Devil, it seemed probable that Gu hath 
reserved these Gentiles to be reduced into 
Christian civility by the English Nation, Two 
vessels were afterwards sent out by Sir W. 
Raleigh, and the Queen bestowed on tbe coun- 
try they discovered the name of Virginia. But 
it was not till more thantwenty years later that 
a regular settiement was effected there, when a 
new company obtained in 1606 a charter from 
James I. for the purpose. In 1621 the Crown re- 
sumed its grant, and the settlement became a 
Royal colony. About the same time the Baron 
de Sunce, O was a devoted follower aiid sec- 
retary of Soubise,and bad come with him to 
Englaud after the disastrous termination of the 
expedition to Rochelle, conceived the idea of 
finding a permanent home forthe French Prot- 
estant refugees in America. 

His object, like that professed by the English 
colonists, was primarily a religious oe, not., 
however, for the conveision of the heetpen, but 
for the quiet maintenance of the Huguenot re- 
ligion, which had been banished from France. 
It was accordingly stipulated, as a sine qua non, 
that every Freuohman who wished to join the 
expedition should furnish acertilicate from his 
pastor that he belonged tothe Reformed “hurch, 
and that none shall be willingly admitted or 
entertained into this plantation which shall not 
be of the Protestant religion.“ This provision 
presents a striking contrast to the neihboring 
settlement of Maryland. founded mm two or 
three years later by about 200 English Roman 
Catholic families under the direction of Lord 
Baitimore, in which it was provided from the 
first that all wh« professed the Chris lau faith 
should be allowed the free exercise of cheir re- 
ligion,—au arrangement loyally maintzined as 
long as the Roman Catholic settlers retained 
their control of the colony, but no longer. The 
scheme proposed by De Sance found 
favor with Charles I., and in 1000 arti- 
cles were agreed upon between the 
King’s Attorney-General and himself and 
instructions were drawn up for settiing«: French 
plantation in Carolina and for the vovane. But, 
in spite of these formal arrangements aud of the 
provision of KL. for the expenses of their 
transit, the settlers did not reach Carolina. The 
Mayflower took them to Virginia, but for the 
time they got no further. It was forty years 
later that Charlies II. granted a charter to Lord 
Berkeley and others for the colonization of Car- 
Gina. and John Locke, who was then secretary 
to Lord Shaftesbury, was requested to frame a 
constitution for it. This constitution, unlike 
that designed by the French settlers, established 
perfect equality among all sects, with the pe-

POSSIBLE IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE. 


The habeas corpus case of Mike Brunsfeld, 
heretofore alluded to in these columns, came up 
before Judge Hawes yesterday. The facts, in 
brief, are that Brunsfeld was in February fou 
in the Criminal Court, to be the father o 
illegitimate child, and. the penalty 
imposed was that he should contribute the stat- 
utory amount of money to the support of the 

youngster, which he has not only fuiled to do, 
but has aiso failed to give bond to doit at any 
future time, setting up hie inability as a de- 
fense. Under these circumstances the mother 
of the child caused his arrest some days ago, 
which he followed up with a petition for release 
on a writ of habeas corpus. 

Thomas Waisb appeared for the mother in the 
case, and first moved to quash the writ, admit- 
ting, for the sake of argument, the truth of the 
allegations of the petition. The grounds on 
which the motion was based was the absence of 
any statute directly providing the 
discharge of a prisoner convicted of bastardy 
except by bis compliance with the judement ot 
the Court requiring a bond to secure the pay- 
ment to the mother of the sum of mofiey men- 
tioned in the Bastardy act. Hea that Sec. 
455 of the Criminal Code aff 


of a prisoner held for contempt of court, and 
— were cited tending to establish this 
view. 

Mr. Crafts appeared for the relator (Mike 
Brunsfeid), and claimed that the case was one of 
contempt, and was cleariy covered by Sec. 36 of 
the Habeas Corpug act. which provided for the 
allowance of the Writ under the circumstances. 
The relator had been imprisoned for contempt of 
Court in the noen-performance of an or- 
der for the porous of money, and 
in support o this position a recent 
decision of Jud Tipton, of Bioomington, 
in a precisely similar case, was presented, which 
was claimed to be the only decision in this State 
directly in point. It was further urged that if 
the Habeas Corpus act afforded no relief to a de- 
fevdantin a case of tne kind, who, after con- 
viction, was utterly unable to furnish the re- 
quired bond, he would bave to suffer confine- 
meat for the term of his natural life. 

State’s-Attorney Milis presented the opinion of 
Judge Tipton, which was all he had been able to 
find bearing directly on the case, aud the Court 
announced that be would take the legal phases 
of the subject presented under advisement. 
For the sake of convenience, however, wit- 
nesses were subsequently heard in substantia- 
tion of the allegations of the petition,—the ina- 
bility of the relator,—preliminary to the future 
decision on the legal questions involved in the 
case.

PAYING HIS DEBTS. 


The Hesult of Betting the Wrong Way. 

Some time before the election a plucky Re- 
publicen of the Sixteenth Ward named Joe Toff 
made a bet with a Democrat of that ward named 
Joe Adler that by 7 o'clock of the evening of 
April 5 Mayor Harrison would be buried out of 
sight under a Republican majority of 5,000. No 
money was to change hands on the result, the 
simple conditions of the wager being that the 
Joser should, as a penalty, drive the winnerina 
wheelbarrow to a point in the ward at least a 
quarter of a mile distant. It is perhaps unnec- 
essury to state that the Republican majority 
upon the day mentioned fell somewhat short of 
the figure upon which Mr. Toff had bet, and that 
he thus became liable to pay the penalty. This 
he did in very bandsome style yesterday after- 
noon. 

The residence of Mr. Adler, the gentleman who 
had woo the bet, is No. 577 Larravee street, ana, 
as it had become well known in tae neighbor- 
bood that the wheelbarrow act was to be begun 
there at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, a crowd 
of fully 1,000 persons had assembled in readiness 
to enjoy the fun. And here it may be rewarked 
that the preparations which Mr. Toff made for 
having the affair go off with proper éclat utterly 
eclipsed the effort in a similar direction made by 
the Clybourn avenue Democrats who lust a some- 
what similar bet on the Indiana election last 
fail. That unfortunate provided only au Italian 
organ-arinder to supply music on the occasion 
while Mr. Toff had u brass band of twelve pieces 
on band. The wheelbarrow in which Mr. Adler 
was to sit had beeu gorgeously decorated in red, 
white, and blue, and a dozen Republican voters 
were on band with bandsome American banners 
to give the proceedings a National flavor. One 
of Carter's eagies, too., had been borrowed from 
his Honor, and an express-wagon had been 
handsomely ornamented with patriotic draper- 
ies for his accommodation. 

Ata few minutes after 4 o'clock Mr. Adier—a 
gentleman of some 275 pounds weight—made bis 
appearance upon the scene, and, amid the 
plaudits of the immeuse crowd, took his seat 
upon the wheelbarrow. Mr. Toff threw a rope 


attached to the barrow around bis 
shoulders, took hoid of the handles, 
and ordered the procession under way. The 


band struck up “Hail Columbia,” the eagle 
flapped its wings and screamed, and 
the barrow started on its journey. At 
last North avenue was reached, and a stoppare 
was had at Matt Young’s saloon, where all hands 
drank to Mr. Adler. Mr. Toff. Carter Harrison. 
and Carter Harrison's eagle, which bird did not 
enjoy the proceedings in the least. Instead of 
standing upina dignified manner, as becomes 
the king of birds, he persisted in spreading him- 
selfinacrouching attitude all over the dry- 
goods box which had been arranged as his throne, 
and in flapping bis wings so energetically that it 
took two men to hold him; and instead of keep- 
ing his beak closed, as a royal bird should, he 
opened it wide and kept bis tongue shoved out 
at full leagth, which gave bim the appearance 
of a thirsty turkey cock. 

After ten minutes hud been spent at Young's 
the party walked along to Bill Eiser's, where, 
after much additional beering and cheering, it 
broke up, and the crowd, which had enjoyed the 
joke immensely, gradually dispersed.

STABBING AFFRAY. 


A Rough¢and-Tumbie Fight on Lib- 
erty Street. 

Michael Kennedy, a teumster 23 years of age, 
living with his parents at No. 25 Liberty street, 
was severely, and perchance fatally, stabbed at 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon, on the corner of 
Canal and Liberty streets, by Jacob Siff, a He- 
brew, 22 years of ace, living with his mother at 
No. 72 Liberty._street. That section of the city 
is known as the “New Jerusalem.“ and is fre- 
quently the scene of bioodthirsty affrays be- 
the Irish and their adherents and the Jewish 
people who inbabit the district. It is nearly 
ulways impossible to get at the facts concerning 
any of their tights, and there are as many 
versionsof yesterday's occurrence as there were 
8 and witnesses. It is claimed that 

filliam Rose and a fellow employé on the Alton 
Railroad named Whitman White, on their way 
back to work after dinner were crowed off the 
narrow sidewalk along Liberty street by Sif 
and a number of bis companions who were loaf- 
ing about near the corner. Siff began the as- 
sault, and when the railroaders attempted to 
protect themselves by fighting back. he drew a 
knife and began siashing right and left, and 
making all sorts ot violent threats. Kennedy 
came up just as Rose was about to get the 
worst of the battle, and interfered on bis 
behalf, ye gta Sit stabbed him in 
the right side. large crowd gathered, and 
Sitf, to escape from their vengeance, run away. 
William Monger, of No, 31 Liverty street, pur- 
sued, and, coming up with Silt, who seemed to 
ba ve lost all reason, narrowly escaped being cut 
by him. The Police Patrol were summoned, and 
Officer Carey, in attempting to arrest Siff, also 
came near being cut by him. Kennedy was at- 
tended at his home by Drs. Folbrecht. Murphy, 
and Lee, who found an ugivy wound nearly two 
inches in length and one deep in the right side, 
just over the rigot kidney. The blade must 
have punctured the kidney, but not to any se- 
rious extent itis thought. The wound bied pro- 
fusely, and for atime it was thought that the 
stab was much more serious than it really 
proved to be. 

Kennedy was resting comfortably at his home 
some bours later; and, though refusing to talk 
in reference to the alffray, was e¢libly convers- 
ing with some of his chuma. He had been only 
five minutes out of the bouse after dinner when 
he was carried back wounded, and could not 
have taken any active part in the assault upon 
Sin. He told bis mother that he was cut while 
interposing on behalt of his friend Rose, upon 
whom Siff and. bis companions bad made what 
be considered an unfair and unvarrantable as- 
sault. ' 

Siff was seen in hiscell at the West Twelfth 
Street Station, and his appearance is altogether 
in his favor. He is a steady, industrious fellow, 
and bas worked for six years for a butcher 
named Placinsky, at No. 576 Canal street. His 
story is to the effect that while returning to bis 
work he was met by a railroad employé, whose 
name he does not know, who had just come 
from a fight somewhere in the neighborhood. 
From what he beard since the affray. Rose was 
the man. Rose struck bim. and in a minute 
there were fifty railroaderson the spot, and he 
was knocked down and kicked like a foot-ball 
amongst them. Upon reguining hie feet he drew 
bis pocket-axnjfe, which he purchased a 
few days ago for 10 cents,and was defending 
himself with this when Kenndy came ud. He 
knew bim, and called upon him for assistance, 
but Kennedy seemed to blunder as to the cause 
of the disturbance, and taking part with the 
railroaders struck at him with bis fists several 
times. Siff says be feared that be would avain 
be knocked down, and after warning Kennedy 
in vain to desist, stabbed bim. 

The doctors are unable to say how the injur 
will terminate, but the police are holding 8 
without bail to await the result.

Moderate Volume of Sales—The 
Chicago Market Firm. 


Instance of a Rise of 72 Per Cent 
on Values in Nine Months.

Builders Waiting for Bet- 
ter Weather. 


RENTING ACTIVITY. 

Real-estate agents spent most of their time 
last week in attending to renting houses, stores, 
and offices. The demand for stores has slack- 
ened perceptibly, as has that for offices. Houses 
are in great demand. Tenants who have waited 
till nowto settle themselves @ not find it an 
easy task to find what they want. Some harm 
has been done by extravagant statements about 
the rise in rents. Landlords have been encour- 
aged tomake greater advances than were war- 
ranted, and not a few people have been deterred 
from coming to the city by the bugbear of high 
rents. Some of the dispatches sent from Chica- 
go about the rise in rents that have 
been published m outside papers have been 
mischievous. But it is an _ indisputable 
fact that houses are scarce. A house worth 
7. 00 to $8,000 can be sold without the least 
difficulty. A great many persons will be driven 
to the suburbs by the increase in rents. At 
present rates houses are one of the most profit- 
uble forms of real estate improvement, as they 
can easily be made to pay 7 to 15 per cent. 
Houses will consequently be built in large num- 
bers this season in all divisions of the city. The 
advance in rents ranges from 10 to 25 per cent, 
witb a higher figure in some cases, especially for 
choice offices.

NEW YORK. 

In New York the real estate market is active, 
and sales are made at high prices. As indi- 
cating the tendency of prices, the Reeord states 
that the Knickerbocker ae has purchased the 
Moeller mansion, at the comer of Fifth avenue 
and Thirty-second street, 48.3x150, for $200,000; 
$225,000 was offered for the property next day as 
an investment. For a corner house on Fifth 
avenue, in the vicinity ot Thirtieth street, for 
which $115,000 was paid three years ago. $180,000 
has been offered. Mr. Kiphas been offered and 
has refused $374,000 for the property on the 
southwest corner of Fifth avenue and Fortieth 
street, about x 100, together with a stable on 
Fortieth street, east of Madison avenue. Mr. 
August Belmont has sold the block bounded by 
St. Nicholas and Seventh avenues, and One Hun- 
dred and Twelfth and One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth streets, to Mr. Van Valkenberg for 
$150,000. The sales at the Exchange for the 
week ending April l amounted to $727,530. 

New York is adding rapidly to its list of mag- 
nificent houses. Ground has been broken for 
the first of a group of four mansions which are 
to be erected at the soutbeast corner of Fifth 
avenue and Sixty-seventh street. Three of the 
buildings are to front onthe avenue, and the 
fourth on the side street. They will be 90 feet 
front each by or 90 feet deep, and these di- 
mensions are shown to be sufficiently large to 
afford room for artistic decoration. e corner 
building of the group is intended for the resi- 
dence of Mr. H. O. G. Armour, and is to cost 
$200,000 at least, and possibly more than a quar- 
ter of a million. A block above these buildings, 
also on Fifth avenue, will be the new residence 
of Mr. Robert L. Stuart, the foundations of 
which have just been laid. The cost of this 
residence will be $350,000. Two years will be re- 
quired for its completion.—a year each to the 
building of the walls and the roof and to the 
interior finishing. Adjoining this will be built 
another costly residence, work on which will be 
begun in a few weeks. The owner is Mr. J. R. 
Morgan. The structure, which will be of brick 
with stone trimmings, is to be three stories in 
hight, with mansard roof, and will cost $100,000. 
Mr. Eugene Kell, the banker, is about to erect 
a new building at the southwest corner of Beek- 
man and Nassau streets, diagonally opposit the 
Morse Building. The new building is to cost 
about $400,000, and will be one of the finest in 
the lower part of the city. 


BOSTON AND CITICAGO. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaao, Aprii 9.—The following extract from 
n letter which I have received from a Boston 
friend may interest your readers. The three 
properties mentioned are among the best as to 
location in Boston, but not the very best, as 
neither of them are on Washington or State 
streets. It will be interesting to compare these 
sales with the highest sales ever made in this 
city,—viz.: the Fisher-Hale Building, on the 
corner of State and Washington, 100x90, con- 
taining 9,000 square feet, sold for $412,500, or 
$45.83 per square foot: the southwest corner of

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How Murder May Be Committed 
by a Hypnotic Subject. 


Dr. Hammond’s Extraordinary Revelations Before 
the Medico-Legal Society. 


New Yorn Herald, April 7. 

A very notabie gathering of the Medico- Legal 
Society assembied last evening at No. 12 West 
Thirty-first street to listen to one of the most 
remarkable discourses ever delivered before 
that or any other svientifie body in this city, ac- 
companied, as it was, by practical illustrations 
of hypnotism and mesmerism of the most ex- 
traordinary character. Prof. William A. Ham- 
mond spoke on the subjeet of The Medico- 
Legai Relations of Sygziznoscism (hypnotism).“ 
andhe made a young man named Gray, de- 
scribed as a canvasser for a stationery-bouse, 
gro through a series of performances such as 
only either an artificial somnambulism or very 
clever deception indeed would expiain. This 
young man, as will be seen by the description 
given below, went through the entire process 
of committing an imaginative burglary, of mur- 
der, and ot forgery,and Dr. Hammond dwelt 
upon the importance of some law being enacted 
to punish persons who, through their skill in 
hypnotizing others, might induce the latter 
while in this condition of artificial somnambu 
lism to perpetrate crime. ä 

THE SUBJECTS FOR HYPNOTISM. 

Prof. Hammond introduced the subject by 
Saying that it was one that had received great 
attention both tere and abroad, and indeed the 
first intelligent comprehension of it was due to 
American thought. There was reason to as- 
sume that the ancients were also well acquainted 
with it. About 100 years ago, however, Mesmer 
first attracted the profound attention of Euro- 
peans to it. He, however, started from an er- 
roneous basis—namely;: that there was an in- 


“herent quality or power in the person operating 


which accounted for the effects produced. This 
was a very erroneous notion. “It is one,“ said 
the speaker, which I ain anxious you should all 


diseard. What I am going to do is not inherent 
in me, but simply in the person who is operated 
upon. Any of you could do it, or he himseif 


could involuntarily pass into this condition of 
hypootism. Though we probably sball all agree 
that I have given no compiete rational explana- 
tion of the phenomena [am about to present, it 
is yet better that we should have some errone- 
ous notions than none at all. It is the people 


| who have no notions whatever who die and are 


forgotten, while those who seek the truth will 
probably evolve something from their erroneoua 
notions approximating the truth. 

“ The condiuon of bypnotism,” said 
mond, “or, as 1 prefer to call it, syeZiznoscism 
(meaning agreeing of one mind with 
another mind), is, in reality, a condition of 
uutomatism, in which acts are performed with- 
out the conscious willing of the subject. We 
are all, more or less, automata, for a great many 
of our acts are performed not only without, but 

ainst our will. For instance, when a person 
thinking intently upon some serious subject and 
at the same time endeavoring to read a book, 
turns over leaf after leaf, his eye having care- 
fully perused every line upon the pages, and 
suddenly comes to bimself, as it were, and finds 
be bas no knowledge of what he has read, 
hi ts in readi and turning over the leaves 
are automatic. gain we have all walked the 
streets ou our way bome thinking engrossingly 
upon some subject and have found ourselves at 
our 6treet-door without being conscious of bav- 
— taken a single step or having seen a single 
ng 


on our way ere. Such acts are 
automatic. They are done unconsciously and 
without a voluntary effort so far as we know. 


Cases of what we ordinurily call absence of mind 
are cases of automatism, and the phenomena of 
everyone are scarcely to be distinguished in 
some of their aspects from those which I shail 
exhibit to you this evening, and natural som- 
nambulism is still more akin to the condition in 
question. We cau induce in animals by certain 
experiments a state the phenomena of which 
are very similar to those which 1 shall present 
to you this evening. 
AN AUTOMATON PIGEON, 

“ By remov the brain of a pigeon we do not 
by any means destroy the animal or even abol- 
ish all its meutal faculties. Such a pigeon hears, 
sees, feels, will swallow food that is put into its 
mouth, but is incapable of originativg any im- 
pulse. It will stand still in the attitude in 
which it is placed, till it dies of starvation, but 
if a candle be moved before it it follows it with 
its eyes. If it b> thrown into the air it ies. If 
loud noises be made near by it it is startled. It 
the foot be pinched the member is withdrawn. 
It is to all intents and purposes an automaton. 
Maine de Brian, the distinguished French phil- 
osopher, relates that upon one occasion a gardeu 
snake, which bad bad its bead cut off. moved 
determinedty to its hole in the wall as well as if 
it still nad its brains. I have myself seen tho 
headiess trunk of asnake strike at a nan who 
was bending over it. Upon one occasion u bur- 
rister had cut off the head of a rattiesnake with 
a whip, and then iu bis curiosity bent over the 
animal to examine it closely, when instantly the 
snake coiled itscif and struck him full in the 
forehead witb its headiesstrunk, The shock to 
the man was 80 great that he fainted. If the 
head of a frog be cut off, and, of course, with this 
operation the brain is entirely removed, the ani- 
mal is not by any means deprived of its mental 
faculties, and it executes movements which are 
apparently just as purposive as if performed by 
the perfectunimal The same is true of alliga- 
tors arid other creatures. Until recently it has 
been dificult to get any such manifestations 
from warm-blooded animals, but recently Prof. 
Kuss, of Strasburg, has, by meaus of an iostru- 
ment which severs the head from the body of a 
rabbit (in such a manner as to preveut a too 
great loss of biood), succeeded in obtaining the 
most distinct and unequivocal evidence of the 
power of the animal still to perform determi- 
nate acts. Thus, for instance, upon several oc- 
casions the decapitated rabbit responded ener- 
getically to impressions made upon his sense of 
feeling by running round the room in its efforts 
to escape. 

EXPERIMENTS WITH A FROG. 

„My own experiments in this direction have 
been mainly contined to thefrog. Upon one 
occasion [ removed the brain, and, after wait- 
ing forthe animal to recover from the im- 
mediate effects of the operation, placed it in a 
tub of water. It immediately began to swim. 
I held my hand so that its head would come in 
contact with it and prevent its further progress. 
Continued efforts to swim were made for afew 
seconds and then ceased, the unimal apparently 
arriving at the conviction that it was impossible 
to overcome the obstacle to its ress; but as 
soon asltook my band away it again swam 
vigorously. It is very well known, and 1 have 
repeatedly confirmed the fact my own ex- 
periments, that iv the head of . frog be en- 
tirely removed it scarcely suffers in its mental 

wers. Thus, if the foot ofa frog in that con- 
dition be pricked it is at once withdrawn. If 
the skin of one side of his body be pricked with 
a sharp instrument the hina foot of the same 


side endeavors to push the foot away. 
If that foot be cut of he tries to 
ush it away with the other foot. 


hese are apparently intelligent acts performed 
wich a distinct object in view. All this, however, 
is merely preliminary to the main subject of our 
discussion this evening, and its application is 
found in the fact that hypnotized individuals are 
in many respects similar to animals whuse 
brains have n removed. y are deprived 
of certain of their mental faculties, while others 
remain in full foree. They lose their sense of 
rsonal identity, and henve, to a certain extent, 
their consciousness; or, rather, they pags into a 
state of consciousness d.fferenot from that which 
is natural to them. Soitis witha person, as 1 
have previously mentioned, who bas read his 
book and recoliects nothing of wbat he bas read. 
He was conscious of his reading at the time. but 
but has forgotten bis consciousness. He is 
heuce the subject of that remarkabie condition 
known as double consciousness. The condition 
of hypnotism or ae ens is the state in 
which this condition of double consciousness is 
artificially produced, and my view of its essen- 
tial nature may A be better understood by 
the diagram which I will now draw for you on 
the black board.” 
Dr. Hammond dere drew an outline of the 
ganglia of the brain, showing that certain im- 
pressions received through the cye or the other 
senses might at the same time not be received 
by the centre of the brain, which was the real 
seat of the will power and of the higher organi- 
zanion of the brain. During the hypnotized con- 
dition the individual's lower powers of the brain 
controlled him, while the higher ones were evi- 
dently arrested or impaired. f. Hammond 
claimed that two males and four females out of 
every ton were subjects to the condition. 


COMMITTING AN IMAGINARY BURGLARY. 


The Doctor then called up his special subject

HAVE WOMEN INTUITIONS? 


Do They See Deeper into a Flagstqne 
than Men! 
Appletons’ Journal for March. 

It is very gonerally assumed that women pre 
superior to men in their intuitions. We pre 
told continually by novelists, social essay tts. 
ana would-be philosophers of the drawing- rom 
that, white man is forced to reach conclusions 
by labvrious processes of reasoning, woman 
leaps to bers by swift and unerring intuiijon. 
This thing bas been agserted so often that myny 
people accept it as a matter of course; we. do 
not remember, indeed, of ever hearing the as- 
sertion disputed. 

Nevertheless we believe the theory to be en- 
tirely without support. There is not only not 
the Aixutest evidence in its favor, but all the 
facts distinctly indicate that there is no dich 
thing. To declare that women have the power 
of perceiving facts or acquiring true knywl- 
edge by intuition is to endow them with a th 
sense; to equip them in a way that must neyves- 
surily give them an advantage over mey in 
nearly all the affairs of life. In such a «gse, 
women would be safer guides than men in al- 
most everything, and eapecially in those things 
unsusceptibie of proof, in which we are neyes- 
sarily governed by our impressions. : 

Women ought to be, admitting this theo to 
be truc, much better judges of character man 
men. They would be furnished with mean, for 
more prompt decision in many emergenyies. 
They would make fewer mistakes in social « :es- 
tions. They would be better protected agij ost 
the designs of scoundrels. They would be less 
susceptibie to delusions of the senses, and less 
easily led away by false logic. Iutuitional per- 
cep.uons being the operation of a natural fyrca, 
women who possess them would not only be able 
to reach results sooner than men, but their gon- 
clusious would be more sound and trustwo jhy. 

For to reason rightly requires training and ex- 

srience, and, consequently, while men yith 

ittle experience and no training would stu wbie 
greatly in their efforts to sift evidence and ur- 
rive at the truth, women would commonl, be 
right off-band. To state the proposition fuby is 
really to prove its absurdity. But let uy see 
ho intuition serves women in affairs generally. 
We have never been able to detect in the «cher 
sex aspecial fitness for dealing with the prob- 
lems of life, big or little. 

lf women have intuitional pereeptions, ghey 
Ought to be very successful speculators, and, 
though they cannot well go into Wall s,rect 
themselves, Wali-street men would be su in 
such a case to act solely by the advice and di- 
rection of their wives; and, if married bri.xers 
availed themselves of this power at their hand, 
they would soon drive bachelor brokers cut of 
the fleid, or at least into matrimony. If it were 
true, no politician would ever make a wove 
without having first consulted the intuitioys of 
some accomplished woman. ; 

Women have sometimes acted wise pargs iu 
politics, and some successful men have ack ypwi- 
edged the happy aid rendered by their wives; 
but in these occasional instances the w.men 
have possessed superior intellect and good - rea- 
soning powers; they have, we may be gure, 
aided the men along the lines the men yave 
worked; they have helped them to their engs by 
the highway of reason and judgment, and not 
seduced them into morasses by promises of Aus- 
terious short cuts. 7 

In ordinary business there is no evidence hat 
intuition is worth anything, much less eq! in 
value to experience, or that it can iu an), way 
be substituted for it. The truder, man or woan, 
who, instead of studying the market, i, ight 
and sold by intuidon. would soon go to wyeck. 
In domestic hfe women do not secure more 
trusty friends than men doi they are not more 
successful than wen in selecting servants; they 
do not adjust themselves more happily ti, the 
— and fangs of companions, nor more 
quickly perceive the consequences of a*mis- 
spoken word, nor read character more accigute- 
ly, nor exhibit more insight into the futury than 
the masculine sex does. 

In all these things there are great diffe 
in indiviguals, but there is no evidence on rec- 
ord attahable to show that the difference - 
rates along the line of the sex; and itis ori- 
ously the woman and not the man who 
ceived by the soft manners and oily pretei,gions 
of the quack; it is the woman always wno is 
overcome by hypocritical unctions os the 
Rev. Honeymans. 7 

And now we reach the most decided test all. 
The most importantevent in thelife of a Wyman 
is the selecuon of a husband. la nothin,’ clse 
would the power of intuidonal perception have 
a better 1 to evinee itself, or Fe of 
greater service to the possessor. 7 

This may be fairly culled a critical test, and 
the moment we apply it we see that the treory 
falls to the ground utterly. That men, why con- 
tessedly are without intuitions, often mah sad 
mistakes in selecting their life-companioys we 
all know; but do they err as frequentjy as 
women do? Men are often fascinated by bad 
women, deluded by selfish, wrong-he«yrted 
women; but of ali bopeiesly blind vre.gures 
—— is none to equal a young woman enaiyored 
of an unworthy man.

HIS ABANDONMENT OF THE CHURCH—HOLY 

ORDERS AND WORSHIP—** DAMNABLE DEAD 
_ PUTHRESCENT .CANT”’—WHAT HE DID BE-

It is not wonderful that the death of Thomas 
Darlyle and the publication of the Reminis- 
sences” should have revived an old contro- 
versy,—a controversy as old as—nay, older, than 


nls own long public career,—and thus made no 


little stir among the orthodox and non-orthodox, 
us to the exact relations the great essayist and 
bistorian, the arch-denouncer of shams, sus- 
tained to thecreed, or rather creeds of Christen- 
dom. By some be has been regarded from the 
frst as the arch-heretic of his time, as one who, 
by his written and spoken words, as well as by 
his exampie, has done more than any 
other man or score of men to mis- 
direct the youthful and developing intellect, 
and generally to sap the foundations of 
what bas been regarded as true religion.

HOLY RELICS. 


THE COLLECTION OF A CATHOLIC PRIEST IN 
PITTSBURG, 
Pittsbura Leader. 

The statement made through a cable dispatch 
during the past week relative to the importation 
of spurious relics to the United States has 
caused universal surprise in this country, and 
among the Catholic element provoked consider- 
able indignation. Mr. McSoriey, a Custom- 
House broker in New York, who bas had charge 
of the entire custom business of the Catholic 
clergy for nearly thirty years, in speaking of the 
impossibility of a trailic existing in spurious 
relics, said a clergyman who bought such a relic 
would be punishable by excommunication. As 
to the second purt of the dispatch, which is to 
the effect that collections of bones purporting 
to be remains of early martyrs recently dug 
from the catacombs had been shipped to Ameri- 
ca, Mr. McSorley said that the only relics he 
koew of that were coming to this country were 
the remains of St. Justina, which were expected 
in about two weeks. They were obtained by the 
Rev. Mr. Moulinger, pastor of the Church of tho 
Most Holy Name, at Allegheny City. Mr. Me- 
Sorley said be did not believe that Father Mol- 
linger would be hkely to be deceived insucha 
matter, or would accept the relics without mak- 
ing a careful investigation. 

With the view of ascertuining the status of 
the matter from Father Mollinger himself, a 
Leader reporter yesterday called on the rever- 
end gentiemaan. A ride to the base of Troy Hill, 
and then a long and tiresome walk up the dec- 
livity until in the centre of a short, narrow 
street, there towered a handsome brick resi- 
dence, three stories in hight, surmounted by a 
mansard roof, and ornamented with handsome 
cut-stone columns. A ring at the bell brought 
the housemaid with the inquiry, Do you wish 
to see the Father in regard to sickness?“ [This 
remark may be explained by the oft-repeated 
fact that Father Mollinger is credited with the 
gift of miraculous powers, and from far and 
near do the lame, the halt, the sick, and the blind 
flock to his mansion seeking cure, and in many 
instances, it is said, receiving it.] No; my bus! 
ness does not pertain to sickness,’ the reporter 
answered, and the maid departed, her place 
being occupied a moment later with a venerabie 
appearing gentleman, wearing a loag gray 
beard, and cladin priestly robes and weuring 
the reguiation priestly head covering’ Wuat 
do you want? he asked, sharply. 

Father Mollinger. I am he. What is your 
business?” The business was made kuown, 
whereupon the Reverend Father led the waytoa 
spacious parlor, bandsomely frescoed and fur- 
nished n a luxurious manner. “The statement 
that relics are spurious is utterly absurd.“ he 
said, speaking iu a rather loud tone, with great 
eurnestness and with a German accent. There 
is no relic that comes from Rome that is not ac- 
companied by what we call an authentic. and what 
isrealiy documentary evidence of its genuine- 
ness. but I could explain this more thoroughly 
to you if I showed you some of my relics. Come, 
I will show you.” ie led the way through the 
wide halls, and calling a young man in the house 
toid him to lead the way to the chapel. To the 
second story the trio climbed, and, door opened, 
the pate entered the darkened apartment. 
The Venetian biinds were thrown open, and with 
the blaze of light there burst upon the reporto- 
rial view a vision of such dazzling brilliancy as 
for a moment to blind the sight. It was a sight 
rivaling in magnificence the most gor- 
geous dreams of Oriental splendor. A 
beautiful room stuccoed and fres- 
coed in the higbest style ot art, 
paled in elegance when contrasted with its con- 
tents. On one side a mammoth glass case, oval 
in shape, covering columns of Roman gold, and 
sparkling with precious gems. In another cor- 
ner cathedrals two feet in hight, all of the same 
golden hue; on every side gems large in size, 
pure in guality, and plentiful in number. While 
the reporter stood as one entranced, gazing 
upon the scene, the Reverend Father approached 
one corner, and, selecting an article therefrom, 
confronted the reporter with a box made of 
some dark wood withasmali glass front that 
permitted just a tiny peep at its contents. 
There.“ he said, are the bones of one of the 
martyrs taken from the catacombs during the 
seventeenth century; observe closely and you 
will tind that two mbbons are passed around the 
entire box, and that on every side it is sealed, so 
that it is impossibie to open it without the fact 
being detected. Now, when the box was seuled 
a document bearing the seal of the Cardinal who 
then acted as the Pope's Vicar, the highest ec- 
ciesiastic authority except bis Holiness known 
to the Church, was filed with it, and the same 
seal that is imprinted on that book is stamped 
upon the parchment. I will show it to you.” 

Another retreat to the corner. and the Rev. 
Father bore in bis arms this time a parchment 
seared with the hue of age. These documents 
were curiosities, indeed. They bad rested in 
vaults for years, are written in the Latin lan- 
guage, with the signature and sealof the Uardi- 
nal who reigned when they were preserved. 
Now.“ continued Father Mollinger, “you will 
see how impossibic it is to dispose of fraudulent 
relics. To begin with, these bones were taken 
trom the catacombs in the eariy years of the 
Christian Church, put in the boxes sealed as 
you see, and then conveyed to handsome buiid- 

ingsin Rome. When the martyrs werished the 
(pristians of the day filled a small bottle with 
their blood and placed the bottie with the re- 
mains. Thus, when the remains were taken 
trom the catacombs it was not hard to dis- 
tinguish between the bones that were to be re- 
vered and those that were not These relics 
were placed fn the lurge buildings already re- 
ferred to, seaicd in the manner you sec, aad the 
documentary evidence of their authenticity ac- 
companying them in the manner I bave shown, 
Over them is placed a custodian. To remove 
them you must first obtain bis consent, and ere 
he can give it be must obtain the consent of the 
Vicar Cardinal. If you buy them, or any one 
otfers to buy or sell a reiic, be is ex- 
communicated, whether he be priest or 
layman. More than tbat, if any of those seals 
ure broken, if a ribbon is torn or seal defaced, 
or à thread that binds them together parted, the 
relic is worthless; or it the seal and box is all 
intact, if the documentary evidence does not ge- 
company it, then the relic is worthless, which no 
Catholic would look upon as worth a row of pias. 
Understanding that fact, where is the proht in 
bringing the spurious relics to this. country? 

Ihe American people are not fools. It a relic 

is offered to them they want to know where it 
came from, and how tbe owner came into its 
possession. Look about you in this room. and 
you will see the largest collection of relies in 
America. Thereisa great case containing 800 
of them from the must ancient and holy piaces 
in Europe. I value them at thousands of dol- 
lars, because they are my pride. I do not keep 
them to show, use few of my friends are 
invited to this room, and I enly bring you that 
it may appear bow utterly groundiess this charge 
is; Dut from the smallest to the largest articie in 
this room you will find the seal of the Vicar 
Cardinal, and the document bearing a similar 
seal with the Cardinals name attached, 
the Pope's seal, a description of the rel- 
ie, and all else of interest pertaining to it. 
Of late years there is a still further require- 
ment. Any relic leaving Rome 

have the document accom 
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from its p.ece of purenment would bé valucloss. 
Suppose when one of these relics reaches New 
York the Custom-House officers should suspect 
the box contained diamonds or other dutiabie 
goods, and would determine upon breaking the 
seal. Theowner of the rei would then get tne 
Archbishop at New York to be present when the 
seal was broken, and when the box was again 
closed he (the Archbishoo) would place bis own 
seal thereon, and on the parchment accompany-~ 
ing certify he had done so, and why. Now, sir, I 
trust what I have told you, and what you may 
here see, explicitly answers the charge of spu- 
rious relics. With regard to the remains of St. 
Justina. they have not arrived yet, tuough I ex- 
pect them daily. I could only obtain that relic 
through the very highest intluence. As 1 toid 
you, inasmuch as po pecuniary reward is taken 
for these holy souvenirs, care is taken chat they 
fall into the hands of worthy persons only; 
therefore it is not an easy matter to obtain 
them.” When the Rev. Mollinger bad finisired 
his explanation, which was illustrated by hun- 
dreds of relics and pieces of aged parchments, 
he took pleasure in showing the reporter some 
of the curious and ancient articles that had 
been brought from all parts of the Old World 
where the Catholic Church exists. The caskets, 
cases, Jewels, gold, precious stone, and minia- 
ture cathedrals that crowded the room had 
been purchased by or presented to the Rey. 
Mollinger. Thetr contents were what he prized, 
and it was his rule to arrange them in the most 
attractive form. la some of these cases the 
bones of the martyred saints were wrapped in 
white silk and attached to the jewels and gold 
settings. the whole covered by giase globes, pre- 
senting an-indescribably beautiful appearance. 


' After more than an hour spent with the ancient 


and curious of centuries ago, the reporter bade 

adieu to the Reverend Father, receiving a prom- 

ise that be might come again and pay a more 

extended visit to the little palace above stairs.

THE REVISED 

AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW 
PHILIP Hr r. 

New York Evening Post. 

Last week the New York Observer printed a 
letter from the Rev. Dr. Angus, oneof the British 
revisers of the New Testament, in which be says 
that “the revised version was sent over to 
America in its final form,and the American 
brethren sent back in return a list of passages 
in which they record their preferences for other 
renderings than those adopted by the English 
company. These, it is understood, will be found 
atthe end of the large edition of the Revised 
New Testament, to be issued by the University 
presses. This letter has been considered by 
some American newspapers as indicating that 
the American Committee of Revision had been 
used simply as a bob-tail to the British kite,” 
as one journal puruses it, and it is asserted in 
some quarters thatif the revised version comes 
over here with the work of American scholars 
pinned on in foot-note or appendix fashion 
America will have nothing to do with it. 

An Evening Post reporter called upon the Rev. 

Dr. Philip Schaff yesterday with reference to the 
matter. “Ur. Angus is perfectly correct in 
what he says. said Dr. Schaff, but wrong in- 
ferences have been drawn from bis statement of 
the facts in the case. One might suppose that 
all the American suggestions had been rejected 
as a Whole and added to the Testament as a con- 
cession to our feelings. Such is not the case. 
The plan of making the revision was as follows: 
First, the American and English Committees, 
working separately, made a list of the changes 
which they thought advisable. Upon comparing 
this list it was found that 60 percent of the 
changes proposed were suggested by both Com- 
mittees. Ot the remainder of the suggestions 
roposed by the American Committee. and not 
— the Engliss revisers, more than hait were 
ndovted after a consideration of our arguments 
in theirsupport. The changes which we sug- 
gested, and which the English Committee re- 
fused to sanction, related cbietly to archaic ex- 
pressions which we desired toreplace by modern 
forms. The English Committee objected, how- 
ever, upon the ground that it was esscntialtothe 
success of the work to make as few changes 
as possible in order that the new Bible might 
read as near as possible like the oid. We agreed 
with them, but nevertheless thought that, es- 
pecially in this country, modern forms ot speech, 
understood by every one, were desirable. The 
English. have, of course, replaced a great Many 
obsolete words, but chey have not in our opin- 
jon gone tur enough. For instance, they retain 
the penny as the price of the day's work in the 
parable of the vineyard, which to the unedu- 
cated man seems like an absurdity. The actual 
value of the penny in Biblical duys was about 
16 cents, and we are in favor of indicating this. 
But the English revisers objected. 

* As we are in some sense responsible to the 
American people for the accuracy and value of 
our work we insisted as a matter of right to our- 
selves that our suggestions should be incer- 
porated in the American edition of the Testa- 
ment issued from the Oxford presses. ‘The ap- 
pendix will not be a long one, perhaps not more 
than a dozen pages, and Americans may choose 
for themselves between the two texts.” 

“Do you apprehend,” asked the reporter, 
“much criticism of, weighty character when the 
new Bible appears?’ 

*“Uadoubtedly. Ignorance is always anxious 
to make itself beard. The present Bible is re- 
gurded as sacred down to the last period by 
many good people, and the army of enthusiasts 
whose knowledge is not tobe compared with 
their zeai will rise up in arms. The changes are 
80 many that scarcely a verse in the New Testa- 
ment remains unaltered. in many instances, 
however, the alterations concern punctuations 
and minor words. Of course any aiteration will 
arouse criticism, but think that we can bold 
our own, and we are prepared todo battte for 
what we huve done and sunctioned. We have 
worked between two tires, the radicals wanting 
tar more sweeping changes than we would sanc- 
tion,and the other party rolling their eyes in 
horror when a comma was transposed or a sinall 
letterreplaced by acapital. The controversy 
wiil probably go on forafew years. At the end 
of five years, at the latest, | expect to see the 
new version accepted by all but the most nar- 
row-minded persons. An interesting und ex- 
haustive work now in preparation in England 
willgive an account of th@debates of the com- 
mittees and the arguments which were put for- 
ward in favor of and against the different 
changes adopted, as well as information con- 
cerning changes suggested by different revisers 
and not adopted.” 

The New Testament will be sold in England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Australia, and the United 
States on the 20th of next May. The stories that 
large numbers of the books are now in this 
country under lock and — 4 are false, the re- 
visers only having received copies. Only sub- 
scribers will receive copies at first, and the price 
to the public will be $10. It is understood that 
within forty-eight hours of the appearance of 
the English copies upon the market reprints 
will appear from six New York publishers, the 

rice of some of the editions tobe as low as 

5 cents. 


PRESBYTERIAN SEMINARY. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES, 

The Board of Directors of the Presbyterian 
Theological Seminary of the Northwest held an 
all day session Thursday, with closed doors. The 
Rev. J. D. Mason, of lowa, presided, in the ab- 

sence of the President. 

The following officers were elected for the en- 
suing year; President, T. A. Galt, of Sterling; 
Vice-President, the Rev. R. F. Sample, D. D., of 
Minneapolis; Secretary, the Rev. J. M. Faris. 

The vid Board of Trustees was ret@iected, the 
Rev. J. M. Faris being substituted for Mr. C. M. 
How. 

The -Executive Committee consists of Judge 
S. M. Moore, Chairman; C. B. Nelson, II. G. 


Miller, Esg., the Hon. R. B. Mason, the Rev. Dr. 
Worrall, the Rev. J. M. Faris, Mr. C. L. Merritt. 
In the afternoon, the resignations of three 
members of the Facuity—Dr. Biackburn, Dr. 
Elliott, and Dr. L. J. Halsey—were discussed. 

The Rev. Dr. Noyes, of Evanston, appeared as 
champion for Dr. Blackburn, and favored his 
retention in the Faculty. Letters were read 
from Presbyterian clergymen in vurlous parts 
of the Northwest higbly indorsing Dr. Black- 
burn and expressing the hope that he would not 
leave the institution. The speaker remarked 
that Dr. Blackburn had been connected with the 
seminary a long term of years, and was well 
qualified by experience and the possession of a 
peculiar line of knowledge to occupy the posi- 
tion he had held. 

A lengthy discussion followed, but it is under- 
stood that the real reason for asking the three 
gentlemen to tender their resignations did not 
uppear on the surface. It was reported that 
some of the alumni and friends of the seminary 
huve been dissatistied for some time past with 
the way affairs were conducted, and tinancial 
ditticulties have been hinted at, the income of 
the seminary being much less than formerly, 
owitng to the reduction in the rate of interest. 

The resignagions of Drs. Blackburn, EKiliott, 
and Halsey were subsequently accepted. 

The Board uppointed@our new Professors to 
take the places of those resizned, the fourth be- 
ing to fill the position recentiy made vacant by 
the resignation of Dr. Patton. 

The Board elected the following new Pro- 
fesasors: 

The Kev. Dr. B. B. Warfield, of Allecheny 
Seminary, to the Professorship of Theology, 
made vacant by the recent resignation of Dr. 
Patton. This is the McCormick Chair. 

The Rev. W. G. Craig. D. D., of Keokuk, Ia. 
to the Professorship of Church History, lately 
occupied by Dr. Blackburn. 

The Rev. David C. Marquis (a graduate), of St. 
Louis, to the Professorship of Biblical Criticism 
anc Exegesis. 

The Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson, pastor of the 
Fourth Church, was chosen to occupy the chair 
of Sacred Rhetoric fur one year. 

The Kev. Dr. Leroy J. Halsey was elected 
Emeritus Professor of Church Government and 
the Sacrament. 

The Rev. Edward L. Curtis, now studying in 
Germany, was elected tutor in Hebrew. 

The old Board of Directors was reéiected, ex- 
cept that Mr. C. L. Merritt succeeds Dr. 8. P.

Treasurer's report showed that the Semi- 
nary Was substautially out of debt and has in- 
curred no new obligations during the past year.

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oveupunts of the several endowed Professorships 
during the vear. It is expected that Mr. McCor-

Thou snait love 
thy neighbor as thyeeif,”’ are the very corner 
stones of His Church. They will never achieve 
any success while the ideas they advance are 
wholly se'iish and materialistic, unassociated 
with any spiritual and relizgiousseptiment. They 
will tind an opposing seliispuess in the world, 
deep-grounded and obvdurate, that will never 
yield to the arguments of any other seltish- 
ness. , ‘ The Commune are right 
to fight all creeds and pretending religions 
that are not firmy and honpstiy founded 
onthis example and command of the Divine 
Master, eotorcing a life of self,renunciuation. 
. « » The Commune are again 
ing at vested rights, ang seeking a redistribu- 
tion of property already earned and owned 
under existing sanctions and Gustoms. They 
would be right to advocate a change of the laws 
So us to preveat future hoardings, and let time, 
true religion, and a higher enligatenment work 
a better equality. All government, law. and 
social order should be on the gredat principle of 
“the greatest good to the greatest number.”’ 
No condition of things ougbt te continue that 
nilows of one greedy man having over a hun- 
dred millions of dollars, while thbusands of the 
very best and most virtuous people are reduced 
by this absorption of means ta hardsbip and 
poverty. Take away tbe incentives to money- 
making, the undue and preposterous importance 
and respectability now accorded to wealth, 
ubolish the worship of the “golden calt,” and 
let public opinion and social agrdement make it 
only reputable to live ona level of simplicity 
and decent gentility, and the present rage 
for money-getting would die out, the crime and 
dishonesty incident to it disappenr, and ail 
would tindaliving easily attainable, and the 
provision of God abundant for all His creatures. 
L very body ought to be willing to establish such 
standards of social estimation as would be con- 
formable tothe authority and wisdom of God, 
would make life less tolisome, avoid its terrible 
inequalities, and rescue the*werid from the 
baneful rule of mammon and from the fearful 
judgments that will afflict it soloug as it con- 
tinues to disobey and insult the order and de- 
crees of Providence. True, to work this change 
in public sentiment, so as to give money a low 
und its true and proper rauk, is a mighty under- 
taking; Sut not many years ago in our country 
it was the highest budge of honorto own slaves, 
veta few persistent, devoted men fought the 
respectable wrong until they effeetually uproot- 
ed the evil that seemed to have coiled itself 
about the very vitals of the Nation. 8016 it 
worthy of all noble and manly éeffort to make 
our beautiful Republic, that is an example of 
the best Government in the world to-day, also 
the illustration of a social order that shall honor 
God and give the highest attausble happiness 
to our peuple.

This custom is probably alluded to in 
Paaim, lvi., verse 8: Put thou my tears into 
a bottle.“ The practice was once universal, as 
is found by the tear bottles which are found in 
almost every ancient tomb, for the ancients 
buried them with their dead asa proof of their 
affection.

A shy 
Oxford student has come out in its behalf into 
the field of controversy, armed with the keen- 
est weapons of modern learning and philosophy, 
and wins illustrious converts, and has kindled 
hopes that England herself, the England of 
Elizabeth and Cromwell, will kneel for absolu- 
tion again before the father of Christendom.”’

BASE-BALL. 


The First Week's Practice Work 
of the Champion Team 
of 1831. 


Experiments by the Two Pitch- 
ers on the Fifty-Foot. 
Range. 


Base-Stealing Materially Facilitated 


under the New Pitching 
Rules. 


A General State of Efficiency in the 
Team, and a Promise of Fine 
Ball-Playing. 


Facts and Gossip Concerning the 
League @lubs in Other Cities 
of the Union. 


AT HOME, 

The past week has been a busy one in the 
main for the Chicago team. The belated mem- 
vers arrived in due time, and all were put at 
gymnasium work until the condition of the field 
should permit outdoor practice. Since Wednes- 
day the eleven regulars, assisted by Nichols, the 
twelfth man engaged for help in practice, have 
been batting and fielding on the north end of 
the fieid, wnich has now dried sufficiently for 
all purposes. The south end of the grounds, 
however, being shaded by the grand-stand, is in 
very bad shape. The ground is covered with 
snow and ice, and the grand-stand seats are 
filled with snow. A great deal of work has been 
done in the way of carting off snow and digging 
gutters, and unless warmer weather sets in 
soon a great deal more will have to be done. 
The base lines are too soft to allow 
of using the diamond, but under a 
bright sun will soon dry out. The grounds will 
be in fair order for the opening games with 
Cleveland on the 2d, 3d, and 4th of May, and the 
five-days’ absence of the home club immediate- 
ly following will be occupied in a thorough sys- 
tem of improvements. 

While the temperature bas been anything but 
favorable to ball- playing, the White Stockings 
have been put through a vigorous course of 
training. They are taken out on the fleld two 
to three bours both forenoon and afternoon, and 
made to work every minute of the time. Anson 
isin the thick of it. and asks nobody to work 
harder or stay longer than he does. He will 
huve that team in good shape if he has to work 
nights and Sundays to do it. 

Corcoran and Goldsmith are hard at work on 
the fifty-foot range, and both give promise of 
an effectiveness little, if any, impaired by the 
added five feet. Goldsmith is putting on steam 
as to speed and curve, and is sending in balls 
that nearly knock the boards off the fence. He 
is a trifle wild to begin with, but will work down 
to close business as he progresses. Corcoran 
gives no sign of change in bis delivery, which 
is as Unique and puzzling as ever. 

Flint has entered upon the season with greater 
vim than he has shown for two years. He real- 
izes, it is to be presumed, that his work back of 
the bat last year was not up to the mark he made 
in 1879, and that this year be must reassert his 
claim to be considered second to no catcher in 
existence by an increased grade of efficiency. 
He has for a competitor Kelly, who means to do 
some catching this year that will give him a 
good record and enhance his salary-earning ca- 
pacity. Piercy, too, is looked on as likely to de- 
velop strepgth behind the bat, us he shows a de- 
cided aptitude for grabbing the curvers. 

Nichols, the tweltth man, acts like a ball-play- 
er. He is handy with Hy balls and grounders, 
and is a free, hard hitter. It is not unlikely he 
willbe permanently engaged by the Chicago 
management. 

Some experiments have been made in the 
matter of stealing second base under the new 
pitching rules. It is found that the added time 
consumed by the ball in traversing the extra 
five feet materially increases the chances of a 
swift runner's making second safely on a steal, 
and that nothing iess than quick and accurate 
throwing down by catchers will prevent an in- 
crease in the number of successful larcenies of 
bug No.2. Since Chicago has by long odds the 
best base-running team in the League, the 
champions should be able to improve this open- 
ing more ‘effectively thanany of their antago- 
nists,

Forget-Me-Not.“ 
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Edwin Booth’s Recovery

TITE MARQUISE DE MOHRIVART. 

Miss Genevieve Ward's Stephanie is an extraor- 
dinary performance; and yet, fine as it is, we 
imagine that much of its beauty has been lost 
even to those who have admired it most. Hav- 
erly’s Theatre is scarcely the place to see most 
advantageously such a piece as “ Forget-Me- 
Not” and such acting as that of Miss Ward. The 
size and the shape of the theatre are against it. 
The finer effects of such subtle artistes are inev- 
itably weakened when spread over so large an 
auditorium, and the acoustics of the house are 
unfortunately such as not to allow vocal sound 
to overcome. The size of the house also militates 
against the effect of the facial acting df Miss 
Ward, who paints on the stage with the.delicacy 
of a ftinished artist in the studio, aug 
this is in a measure lost when not 
easily and well seen. The subtlely of em- 
phasis and the shading of expression casily 
seen ip such a bandbox as the Prince of Wales’ 
Theatre—where tho piece had its long London 
run—is missed toa certain extent by many of 
those who have been witnessing the perform- 
ances at Haverly’s. However, with all these 
drawbacks, the acting of Miss Ward has made a 
deep impreasion. 

“ Forget-Me-Not,” as a piece of dramatic in- 
genuuity, is quite as cleverly contrived as Di- 
plomacy,” and, in our judgment, its measure of 
popularity will be about the same. Between it 
and Two Nightsin Rome there is a slight 
similarity. The main ideas of the plays resemble 
each other, but the treatment is entirely dif- 
tereut. Two Nightsin Rome is like the hand- 
iwork of an apprentice; “ Forget-Me-Not,” in 
balance of parts, coastructive skill, in the vigor 
and the delicacy of its characterization, in its 
crisp dialog, more clusely resembies the work of 
the best modern French dramatist than that 
ot the Evglish writers. Yet, as we said the 
other day, we do not imagine that this play over 


which there has becn so much legal contention, 
will ever, exceptin certain few cities and certain 
few theatres, have the lease of life that either 
Lester Wallack or Miss Ward believes it will 
have. The reason for this conclusion is foundin 
the character of the ceatral figure, the she- 
serpent Stephanie, wilich Miss Ward presents 
with great fidelity and effectiveness. Stephane 
is a middle-aged woman, and so destitute of 
good traits thut there can be no sympathy be- 
tween ber and ber audience. She is thoroughly 
wicked. There is uo overwhelming love in ber 
for anybody or anything; the mere menuon of 
the nume of her own son arouses, as she says, 
ber worst passions. She chulks out a course 
which she resuiutely determines to pursue, care- 
ing nuthing for the miseryshe causes 80 long as 


she gratiues ber own vanity. She takes 
possession of the pure home of the 
Verilys with the impudenre of u 


. Becky Sharp and carries herseif toward its in- 


mates with the bravado of a woman who, hard- 
ened by the buffetings of an infamous life, bas 
become dead to every sensitivé, feminivue feel- 
ing. Her ambition is simply to step from her 
notorious place into the best society,—to becowe 
a grand lady, and she pruposes to do this by 
saddiiug herself as companion on a pure young 
woman. Stephanie wishes to be inoculated with 

lice’s respectability. She cares not whether her 
association with that young woman will drag 
her (Alice) in the eyes of the worid down to her 
den level. ‘There is, in the course of the play, 
once or twice a tlash of what might be taken for 
repentance for her past life, but it is as artificial 
us berown Outward polish. She really regrets 
nothing. and threatens, when she fevis herself 
secure ia the household, the lover of Alice that 
sue will instill into the pure soul of the girl, 
little by littie, all the evil that men have taught 
her. Even when Stephanie is finaily brought to 
bay she does not express any remorse tor the 


game sue has been trying to play, but 
makes her exit, filled with anger on 
the one hand because she has been 


caught and on the other an overmastering ter- 
ror lest the revengeful Corsican will assasinate 
her before she escapes from Rome. Sue takes 
with her no touch of pity. 

Already we have recorded dur admiration for 
the work of Miss Ward. It is a fine periorm- 
ance, revealing the best of the French and En- 
giish schools of acting. Her present engage- 
ment will continue anutber week, and she will 
only be seen here in the role of Stephanic. It is 
to be hoped, however, that when this gifted 
American returns to this country next season 
she will be seen in some of ber other roles. 

Miss Cora Tanner gives grace, sweetness, and 
simplicity to the charucter of Alice, who is never 
permitted by the dramatist to blossom into any- 
thing approaching a beroine; Mr. Frank Clem- 
ents cleverly grasps the character of Sir Horuce, 
und Mr. Horace Lewis as the titled roué Mallevtti 
does weil.
